: Row deep, most smokers realize 
they shouldn't smoke, but they find 
it very difficult to quit. Many rationalize, 
thinking they can always quit if their 
smoking causes any medical problems. 
When you're young and healthy, lung 
cancer and heart disease séem to be a 
long way off. These are the diseases of 
old age, and maybe you'll quit smoking 
when you reach 40. Until then, maybe 
you can get by with a few more days, 
weeks, or years of smoking. 
There is no choice for the diver. He or 
she should quit smoking right now—or 
consider giving up diving. The hazards 
confronting a smoking diver are much 
- more immediate and potentially more le- 
thal. Mixing smoking with diving is just 
about as risky as drinking alcohol and fly- - 
ing a plane. Among the dangers which 
can be induced by smoking are such 
physiological problems as: involuntary

oxide, there is no place for oxygen and 
the blood’s capacity for carrying it be- 
comes severely reduced. It takes more 
blood and a harder-pumping heart to 
overcome the effects of smoking. This 
condition generally goes unnoticed until 
the diver begins swimming hard at depth, 
thus causing his large leg and thigh mus- 
cles to work at peak capacity. Because of 
the reduced amount of oxygen flowing © 
through the blood, the muscles tire quick- 
ly and the diver begins to huff and puff. 
He or she then nears panic as his/her 
lungs desperately try to.force more oxy- 
gen through arteries which are loaded 
with carbon monoxide. Oxygen depriva- 
tion at depth can be one of the most seri- 
ous problems facing a diver. 

To complicate matters, we find that the 
effects of carbon monoxide absorption 
are surprisingly long lasting. It takes the 
body six hours to reduce the level of car- 
bon monoxide by 50 percent, and traces 
of this contaminant can remain for 24 
hours or more. lf divers wanted to com- 
pletely purge their bodies of carbon mon- 
oxide for a dive trip, they should not take 
a puff for at least two days prior to the 
event, and abstain from smoking until six 
hours after the dive, so that decompres- 
sion functions can go unhampered. 

if this isn’t enough to convince you to 
quit, let's consider still another serious 
hazard linked to smoking. Apparently the 
nicotine and tar substances in tobacco 
smoke are potent irritants to the respira- 
tory tract and sensitive lung tissue. Heavy 
smokers often awaken with a morning 
cough and spit up sizable quantities of 
mucus. This should be an obvious clue. | 
lt has now been discovered that smokers 
often develop small airway obstructions — 
following minor respiratory infections — 
such as the common cold. These obs- 
tructions or plugged-up passageways 
can often last for more than a month after 
the outward symptoms of the cold have 
passed. Such obstructions within the 
fragile tissue of the lungs can pose a le- 
thal hazard to the scuba diver during as- 
cent from depth. Should the air passage 
become clogged with mucus or collapse 
from pressure buildup, an air embolism 
could easily result. 

Considering the volume of evidence — 
presented by medical researchers, it 
would appear-that divers have little 
choice in the matter. lf a person wishes 
to pursue the sport of diving, he or she

Recommendations regarding safe diving practices: 

1. We need to be prepared to dive—physically, mentally and 
logistically. Regular exercise—doing something that approxi- 
mates diving—is important to maintain fitness. Our equipment 
must be periodically serviced and well maintained. We must 
feel confident of our ability to make a dive. Readiness and 
planning are essentials for a safe dive. 

2. Being prepared to handle problems is a necessity. Re- 
viewing skills and emergency procedures periodically is rec- 
ommended. Back-up equipment for out-of-air situations is 
highly desirable. Buddies should discuss and agree upon 
emergency procedures before diving. Training in first aid and 
CPR are also recommended. Inspect each other’s equipment 
and be familiar with its operation. Dive together, decreasing 
separation distance as depth increases. Reunite when sepa- 
rated. Assist and remind one another. Make diving a sharing, 
caring experience for maximum enjoyment and safety. 


3. Know your buddy. 

4. Be familiar with the dive tables and consult them on all — 
dives deeper than 30 feet. Limit depth according to your train- | 
ing and experience, but never more than 130 feet. Ascend at | 
the proper rate (most divers do not). Allow a margin of safety. 
Make a short decompression stop at 10 feet as a safety pre- | 
caution at the end of each dive, then add the decompression | 
time to your bottom time as a further margin of safety. 

5. Know the dive site or get an orientation. Evaluate condi- | 
tions before each dive and abort the dive if conditions are haz- | 
ardous. Have local emergency contact information. Check | 
weather and water forecasts in advance. Know the area haz- | 
ards and how to avoid problems. Respect the environment. _ 

6. Dive wisely and conservatively. Stick to agreed upon | 
plans. Think ahead. Be aware and consult instruments fre- | 
quently. Fly the dive flag and dive nearby. Terminate diving | 
activities when cold or tired. End your dive near the exit point | 
and with air in your tank. Don’t dive overweighted. 

7. Breathe properly. Avoid overexertion in and under the | 
water. Skip-breathing and scuba breath-holding must also be | 
avoided. If in difficulty, stop all activity, breathe or attempt to | 
breathe, analyze the situation, then, calmly follow a plan. 

8. Don’t dive when ill and don’t force equalization. Perma- | 
nent damage may result. Equalize pressure in the ears every 
few feet during descents. 

9. Be trained for special activities or environments. Com- | 
plete a refresher course every couple of years. Participate in | 
continuing education courses in diving to increase ability, con- | 
fidence and enjoyment. Keep current on new developments | 
by reading magazines and books and by attending programs. | 

10. Equipment needs to be well maintained, frequently in- | 
spected and periodically serviced. All needed equipment | 
should be used for a dive. Don’t attempt to improvise for a | 
missing item. Diving equipment should not be loaned to any- | 
one not certified to dive. : 


Diving safety is more of an attitude than anything else. The way we feel about safety affects our thoughts on the topic, which—in | 
turn—determine our actions. A basic desire to follow established safety practices is a necessary component. Once we want | 
to dive safely, doing so is simply a matter of learning what to do and what not to do and putting it into practice. Knowledge 
and the proper application of the knowledge yield the fruits of safe, enjoyable dives. One need not be a safety nut and wear 
hard-toed booties to be safe. Much of diving safety is common sense. Another large portion of safety is the developing of habits | 
and routines. Procedures such as equipment inspections, gear checks, instrument monitoring, etc. can become so routine that - 
they require no conscious effort. The key is to do the things that should be done until they become habitual. Then safety be- | 
comes part of normal operations and doesn’t detract from a wonderful recreational activity. May we all reach the point where 


both safety and enjoyment can be maximized continually.

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DAN SEEKS VOLUNTEERS 


In August, DAN became a member- 
ship association to provide diving safety 
information on a larger scale. For $10, a 
diver receives a diving accident manual, 
membership card and tank decals with 
the DAN phone number and a newsletter 
that discusses diving safety information. 

In November DAN began two new pro- 
grams to bring divers closer to resources 
for diving safety information. In the first 
program, prominent people active in the 
diving community are being sought to as- 
sist headquarters and regional coordina- 
tors to inform the diving public about 
DAN. These new positions, called DAN 
associate coordinators, are being sought 
for every state and major city in the na- 
tion. Suggested qualifications are enthu- 
siasm for diving safety, prominence in the 
local diving community and participation 
in local diving events. Nominations are 
accepted by headquarters and jointly ap- 
proved by it and regional coordinators. 

The second program seeks to build 
closer collaboration between diving in- 
structors and DAN. Experienced, safety 
minded instructors are being sought to 
become Alert Instructors. These encour- 
age student participation in DAN and as- 
sist headquarters, regional coordinators, 
and associate coordinators to inform the 
diving public about DAN. Qualified in- 
structors should be nominated by their 
peers, headquarters, regional coordina- 
tors, associate coordinators, or any of the 
respective instruction agencies. Diving 
instructors who volunteer themselves will 
be accepted after endorsement by any of 
the above. 

As both associate coordinators and 
Alert Instructors are voluntary, they are 
asked to participate as frequently and en- 
thusiastically as they desire. Certain 
benefits are bestowed upon these people 
for their efforts.

A new safety measure will be re- 
quired by members of the Houston Asso- 
ciation of Diving Retailers (HADR) to pro- 
vide safer diving experience on all organ- 
ized dive trips. A C-card only tells the 
divemaster when the diver completed his 
course; therefore, effective January 1, 
1984, a logbook will be required before 
going on a trip through any Houston dive 
shop. Logbooks give a history of experi- 
ence and description of type and fre- 
quency of diving.

lee month we discussed various kinds 

of magnetism and their effects on a 
divers compass. This month we'll dis- 
cuss using a magnetic compass for un- 
derwater navigation. 

Navigation has been defined as the 
process of directing the movements of a 
craft from one point to another. Naviga- 
tion of a watercraft is called marine navi- 
gation; of an aircraft, air navigation. In the 
case of a diver the process of directing 
his movements from one place to another 
could be termed diver navigation. 

The term dead reckoning is used to de- 
fine a position determined by a compass 
course made good and by the speed of 
advance through or on the water for a 
certain time. Piloting refers to determining 
a position by making reference te objects 
with known geographic locations either 
by the use of compass bearings or 





ranges of known objects, depth sound- 
ings and other means. 

None of these definitions apply pre- 
cisely to diver navigation since the diver 
lacks a range of visiblity and technologi- 
cal devices that permit accurate determi- 
nation, or even accurate estimates, of 
true courses or speed through the water. 
And certainly there are no underwater ob- 
jects by which a diver can navigate accu- 
rately, at least not when he/she first 
starts diving in an area. However, if a div- 
er repeatedly dives the same area, it is 
helpful if a sketch of the place is made 
showing prominent objects and compass 
courses with distances between each of 
the plotted objects. 

In spite of deficiencies in navigational 
information or instruments, it is possible 
for a diver to navigate with enough accu- 
racy to keep his/her dive within safe lim- 
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its of direction and distance from shore or 
a boat. Pre-compass, early marine navi- 
gators, perhaps 1000 years ago, made 
long voyages completely out of sight of 
land by using the direction of a steady 
wind, as indicated by water surface con- 
ditions, to maintain a steady course. An 
occasional sight of the sun or other celes- 
tial body permitted course corrections as 
the direction of the wind shifted. As a 
matter of record, the first use of a crude 
magnetic compass was to check the di- 
rection from which the wind was blowing 
and not specifically to steer a given direc- 
tion or course. A diver should use natural 
marks U/W and topside and a compass 
to combine dead reckoning and piloting.

Once the compass direction of these 
ohenomena are noted, they can be used 
to maintain an accurate course across 
the bottom. Occasionally check their di- 


rection with the compass. Also, knowing 
_the direction of the current and surge will 


allow the diver to make corrections so the 
desired course is maintained. Keep in 


‘mind that conditions and direction of the 


current change with distance from the 
shore. Use the compass so proper plan- 
ning can be done to compensate for any 
changes in the current.

When underwater and ready to start the 
transect, locate the position of the sun 
and by keeping the bright spot of the sun 
on the surface of the water at the same 
angle, a straight course will be followed. 
For the short time a diver is underwater | 


_the sun moves very little and is, for practi- 


cal purposes, stationary. At night a bright 
light shining overboard from an anchored 
boat can also be used as a guide for a 
limited excursion. 

in using a compass to Swim a course 
to and from a dive site, keep in mind that 
the return course may not be the exact 
reciprocal. This is caused by a change in 
the magnetism of equipment close 
enough to the compass to cause devia- 
tion (see Technifacts, December 1983). 
Normally the difference between a 
course’s reciprocal and the actual return 
course will be slight. On short distance 
swims and with moderate to good visibili- 
ty, the difference will not be enough to 
make the dive hazardous.

the entire compass until the north seeking 
needle is bracketed by the marks. While 
keeping the compass needle bracketed, 
swim parallel to the direction of the lub- 
ber line—O degrees. Do not swim in the 
direction of the compass needle, which 
always points north: Swim the lubber line. 


INDIRECT READING: TYPE 2 

This compass has a fixed dial 0 to 360 
degrees counterclockwise on the outside 
of the compass case. The fixed lubber 
line runs across the outside of the case. 
A movable bezel has marks inside the 
circumference of the fixed rim. 

To use this compass, set the bezel until 
marks bracket the desired course. Rotate 
the compass until the needle is bracketed 
by course marks. Swim parallel to the di- 
rection indicated by the lubber line on the 
compass dial. Do not swim in the direc- 
tion of the compass needle. 

lt must be remembered that all magnet- 
ic compasses will point toward magnetic 
north regardless of how dials or bezels 
are turned. What the diver is doing when 
the bezel is rotated is measuring the an- 
gle between the desired course and mag- 
netic north. The course, or bearing, is al- 
ways indicated by the fixed lubber line. 


GETTING THE MOST FROM A 
COMPASS 


1. If you have been taught to use a 
compass in a class and feel comfortable 
with that compass, purchase one for your 
own use. Then stick with that compass; 
do not change models. 

2. Practice using the compass topside 
until you can walk several types of 
courses with accuracy. 

3. Practice in the water until the same 
accuracy is achieved. 

4. Practice swimming courses by bot- 
tom contours, the sun, by the direction of 
currents and other underwater character- 
istics and use the compass to occasion- 
ally check your accuracy. Constantly 
watching a compass takes the fun out of 
diving. Being aware of things underwater 
that indicate direction, and your safety, is 
part of why you are underwater. 

5. Keep metal objects well clear of the 
magnetic compass. All objects tested by 
Technifacts had almost no effect on the 
compass if kept at least 18 inches from 
it whether topside or underwater. Water 
does not decrease the magnetic influ- 
ence. It is the total distance between 
compass and object that makes the dif- 
ference. Test all metal and electrical ob- 
jects, such as lights, metal detectors and 
communication devices, to see how 
much effect they have on your compass. 
To do this, place the compass on a table

or desk so it is steady, select an object 
and slowly bring it toward the compass. 
Note the distance at which the needle 
starts to be deflected. Test different ends 
of the same objects because there may 
be a difference in their effect on the com- 
pass. Note the distances and keep ob- 
jects at least that far away from the com- 
pass. Two compasses at close range will 
cause the greatest deviation. 

6. A compass should last indefinitely if 
proper care is taken of it. A compass with 
numbers inside the case will outlast those 
with numbers on the outside. 

Very rarely will a diver have to swim a 
course or take a bearing with such accu- 
racy that the variation and deviation of the 
compass is critical. But the use of a com- 
pass to help program a safe dive does re- 
sult in a fun dive. 

Author’s note: A lubber’s line or mark 
is a reference line or mark on any direc- 
tion-indicating instrument, marking the 
desired heading. The term is derived 
from the fact that a land lubber or lubber, 
a person considered awkward or inexpe- 
rienced on board a ship, needed a mark 
on the compass to indicate the heading 
of the sailing vessel while an old salt 
knew the direction the vessel should be 


steered by the wind and other natural 
signs—hence the lubber’s (possessive) 
line or lubber’s mark. As other types of 
instruments were developed the lubber’s 
line was used to indicate course or head- 
ing. Technically the phrase should be lub- 
ber’s line and not lubber line but recent 
usage is tending toward the later. >.

The suit material was described as 
retaining its flexibility in temperatures as 
low as 70°F. The correct figure should 
have been - 70° F—indicating flexibility at 
temperatures well below those encoun- 
tered by divers. >t.

ee photographer is aware that a 
single light source creates harsh, 
contrasty photographs with bright high- 
lights and dense shadows. At times this 
is the effect the photographer is trying to 
produce, but more often it is the unde- 
sired result of using a single strobe. With 
a normal or wide angle lens this can be 
remedied by using a second or slave 
strobe aimed from the opposite side of 
the picture. This fills in the harsh shadow 
areas. But with macro photography the 
problem is more acute because it is often 
impossible to correctly position a second 
strobe owing to the size of the subject 
and its location within the cracks and 
crevices of the underwater terrain.

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The two 1:3 macro photos of a ping 
pong ball against a black background 
graphically show the improvement in the 
light balance this reflector creates.

ball was first painted black and then white 
to ensure no light was transmitted 
through the translucent material from 
which the ball was made). The flat white 
surface of the reflector diffuses the light 
enough so no significant shadows from 
the framer are cast back on the subject. 

This reflector can be made in a evening 
from materials usually found around the 
house. The following materials are all that 
are needed: 1. A small piece of plastic. (| 
used the top of a cottage cheese contain- 
er.) 2. Acoat hanger. 3. Nylon thread and 
a needle. 4. Five minute epoxy glue. 5. 
Paint.

The exploded diagram shows how it all 
goes together. The coat hanger is bent 
and cut as shown, the width and length 
being determined by the particular framer 
on which it is going to be used. Then a 
coat of paint is applied to inhibit corro- 
sion. Stainless steel wire could be used 
but it's more expensive and sometimes 
hard to find. Once the paint is dry, scrape 
off the surface of the wire that will be in 
contact with the plastic reflector and glue 
the two together. Since no glue seems to 
securely hold the metal to the plastic it is 
necessary to sew them together with the 
nylon thread. One stitch at three different 
spots is sufficient. Then cover the thread 
with a coat of epoxy to prevent it from 
coming unraveled or untied. Dab a bit on 
the reflector side also. When everything 
is dry simply tape it to the macro framer 
with the electrical tape and you have an 
efficient, inexpensive second light source 
for those hard to light macro sub- 
jects. >»

The Divers Alert Network (DAN) has 
matured over its short lifespan into an ef- 
fective national emergency and nonemer- 
gency call system available to anyone 
who needs information on diving related 
problems or for management of diving 
accidents. Chris Wachholz, who man- 
ages DAN from its central headquarters 
at Duke University, has joined us in writ- 
ing a description of DAN, its history and 
plans for its long-term acitivities. 


he need for the Divers Alert Network 

(DAN) began with the increase in 
sport diving in the early 1960s. With this 
came an increase in diving accidents. 
According to the U.S. Navy, the failure 
rate on initial recompression chamber 
treatment for diving injuries rose from 14 
percent to 47 percent in 1964. This oc- 
curred because the Navy was called up- 


on to treat increasing numbers of civilian _ 


scuba divers who had not followed the 
strict guidelines used by closely-super- 
vised Navy divers. Sport divers often re- 
sponded poorly to treatment because of 
long delays between the accident and the 
initiation of treatment. Research into the 
effectiveness of the Navy standard air 
treatment tables resulted in the develop- 
ment of the far more efficient oxygen 
treatment tables V, VI, V-A and VI-A in 
1967. These new tables, however, still 
could not be used effectively on many 
sport divers because of prolonged delays 
between injury and treatment. Ignorance 
of both divers and physicians of the 
symptoms of decompression sickness 
and arterial gas embolism and of the 
treatment for these illnesses was an im- 
portant problem. 

Although diving medicine experts from 
several Navy, Air Force and academic 
centers could be called upon for advice 
about diving accidents, it simply was not 
appropriate to expect these facilities to 
always be available for civilian casualties. 


In 1977, the Undersea Medical Society 
(UMS) began planning a national organi- 
zation where one phone call, from any- 
where, could connect the caller to a spe- 
cialist in diving medicine 24 hours a day. 
This person could provide information 
and had access to working hyperbaric 
chamber treatment facilities. DAN be- 
came a reality in September 1980 with a 
two-year grant from the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA), 


and the National Institute for Occupation- 


al Safety and Health (NIOSH). The conti- 
nental U.S. was divided into six regions 
including Alaska, with Hawaii and the Pa- 
cific trust territories Composing the sev- 
enth. Volunteer regional coordinators, 
who were experts in the field of diving 
medicine, and the existing chamber facili- 
ties that had experience and capabilities 
in treating diving injuries composed DAN. 
DAN was managed by the Hyperbaric 
Facility at Duke University Medical Center 
in Durham, North Carolina. Concern was 
expressed by the UMS, the parent plan- 
ning organization, that short-term federal 
Support would jeopardize the develop- 
ment of DAN, and the organization began 
to seek support from other sources im- 
mediately. DAN, the diving equipment in- 
dustry, and the sport scuba certifying 
agencies all agreed that DAN’s service 
was necessary and a worthy cause, but 
no one could agree how DAN should be 
funded. Much controversy ensued re-

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garding various plans. A plan to add a 
DAN fee to C-cards, equipment prices, or 
air fills was turned down and a plan call- 
ing for direct funding by certifying agen- 
cies and manufacturers also seemed un- 
reasonable. Eventually, with the assis- 
tance of the certifying agencies and sev- 
eral diving equipment companies, DAN 
began to solicit donations from the peo- 
ple DAN serves: the divers themselves. 
Divers from across the country donated 
enough funds that in 1982 almost a third 
of DAN’s budget came directly from sport 
divers. Dive clubs and dive shops spon- 
sored special events with the proceeds 
going directly to DAN. One dive club held 
a picnic and pig roast which yielded near- 
ly $1,500 for DAN. Meanwhile, the con- 
cerns of the UMS became reality, the 
money allocated by the federal govern- 
ment was decreased by 50 percent in 
1982 and then to 25 percent of the origi- 
nal budget in 1983. No more federal 
money was allocated for 1984. The peo- 
ple who managed DAN realized that an 
even more ambitious funding program 
would now be necessary. 

From its beginnings in late 1980, DAN 
began to successfully assist in the con- 
sultation, treatment and referral of diving- 
related injuries. DAN also began to scien- 
tifically and systematically collect data on 
diving injuries and the effectiveness of 
treatment. Some in the diving industry 
viewed this with great alarm believing 
that the information would be used by the 
government to enact restrictive or con- 
trolling legislation on diving. None of the 
information that DAN has collected has 
ever been publicly released and DAN has 
a policy of giving out identifiable informa- 
tion only to those individuals or organiza- 
tions directly involved in a particular acci- 
dent case. In spite of this, the misconcep- 
tion of DAN aiding government control of 
diving continues to be held by some and 
is cautiously given up by others. The in- 
formation collected by DAN is analyzed 
on a neutral basis, confidentially, to the 
damage of no one, but for the benefit of 
all. Without this kind of collective clinical 
information, we would never be able to 
identify good or bad methods of treat- 
ment, analyze the results of treatment for 
different injuries, or propose new and 
safer ways to dive and to treat injuries. 

The main result of the data collected to 
date has been the development of a prac- 
tical guide to the emergency manage- 
ment of diving-related injuries. The DAN 
Underwater Diving.Accident Manual is an 
easy-to-read description of the symptoms 
of the major diving related injuries and 
the correct first aid for each. Additionally, 
there are guidelines for professional 
medical intervention which a physician 
can follow to institute the appropriate 
drug and intravenous fluid treatment of an 
injured diver. 

Two things became apparent to the 
DAN staff by late 1982. One, that there 
was a growing demand by divers for ac-

second, that donations were too incon- 
sistent a means of financial support. In 
August 1983, the Diving Accident Net- 
work became a membership association 
with a new title: the Divers Alert Network. 
The diving emergency services composi- 
tion of DAN remained unchanged. DAN’s 
goals for improved dissemination of div- 
ing medicine information will be accom- 
plished through a newsletter, Alert Diver, 
DAN articles in diving periodicals, promo- 
tion of the DAN Underwater Diving Acci- 
dent Manual and DAN sponsored sport 
diving medicine courses. Membership in 
DAN was made inexpensive so that many 
divers could participate and benefit from 
the diving medicine information, while at 
the same time providing the vital support 
which DAN needs. DAN members re- 
ceive a manual; a membership card with 
the DAN emergency number and list of 
diving accident symptoms; tank decals 
with the DAN emergency number; and 
Alert Diver, the newsletter which discuss- 
es diving medicine for the layman as well 
as professional.

Ss you read this article the wind may 

be howling outside your door and 
snow may be falling. Or, the weather may 
be great, but perhaps the water isn’t as 
warm as it used to be. If so, you may be 
in the frame of mind to seriously consider 
the purchase of a drysuit. And, the Viking 
Sport 80X is one to consider. 

The 80X is not just a new name for the 
already well established Viking Sport. It 
replaces previous sport diver models 
and, while it utilizes the same design con- 
cept, it has some important new features 
which improve durability and comfort. 


Viking approaches drysuits from a dif- 


ferent angle than other manufacturers. In- 
stead of foam neoprene, the company 
uses a thin, flexible layer of rubber as 
your body's first line of defense against 
cold water. The second line of defense is 
what you wear under the suit—this pro- 
vides warmth. 

The suit material is actually composed 
of three parts: A thin coating of synthetic 
rubber surfaces the outside of the suit. 


This is designated EPDM and is resistant _ 


to damage from ultraviolet light and 
ozone. The exterior is very tough and 
presents a smooth surface to the environ- 
ment which reduces the chance of snag- 
ging the suit. It also makes it easy to 
clean. If the suit does get punctured it is

The new Viking Sport 80X 
has some important fea- 
tures. It is constructed from 
a thin, flexible layer of rub- 
ber, with a synthetic rubber 
coating outside and a wo- 
ven polyester backing in- 
side.

extremely easy to patch. 
The main layer of the suit material is 


natural rubber. An important feature of © 


this arrangement is that it will not in- 
crease a diver’s buoyancy significantly 
as neoprene suits do. The suit material 
won't compress at depth either. Thus, the 
80X requires the diver to wear less 
weight (than neoprene drysuits) to begin 
with and won't lose buoyancy or thermal 
insulation at depth. The actual buoyancy 
of the suit system will depend on the 
thickness of the undergarments worn. 
The rubber layer has a woven polyes- 
ter backing bonded to the inside. This is 
a change over earlier Viking suits which 
had a tricot backing. The new fabric 
bonds to the rubber better, is stronger 
and easier to clean. Also, it doesn’t 
stretch significantly so the suit can’t bal- 
loon up under high internal pressure. The 
total thickness of the synthetic rubber/ 
natural rubber/polyester is about 1.1 mil- 


limeters, allowing the suit to be very flex- | 


ible. The 80X comes in orange only. 
The seams of the 80X are sewn and 
then vulcanized under a black rubber 
tape, and stress points are reinforced. 
The suit is effectively one waterproof unit, 
entered through a sturdy, waterproof, 
bronze alloy zipper across the shoulders. 
The boots are an integral part of the 


suit. The heavy rubber soles have non- 
slip tread and are bonded to the suit un- 
der rubber tape. The boot toes and heels 
are reinforced as are the front of the legs 
up to the knees. While the boots will flex 


“somewhat to fit into fins, those on the 


SKIN DIVER test suit were a bit too large 
for my normal fins and the heels stuck out 
well beyond the fin straps. 

Aside from the waterproof zipper, there 
are only three openings in the 80X—the 
neck and wrists. The neck is sealed by a 
stretchy latex rubber collar, tapered so it 
can be trimmed to fit any neck. The collar 
is turned under to more effectively keep 
air from leaking out. It is glued, and taped 
to the suit after vulcanizing. 

The suit also has an attached latex rub- 
ber hood. Since this doesn’t offer much 
insulation, Viking provides a 10 mm thick 
polyester foam hood lined on two sides 
with nylon. This is worn under the latex 
hood and can get slightly wet unless the 
diver wears a full facemask. Wet or dry, 
the inner hood provides. good insulation. 

The suit’s wrists are sealed by latex 
cuffs, bonded to the sleeves in the same 
manner as the collar. Cuffs, hood or col- 
lar can be replaced easily. 3 

To adjust buoyancy or insulation, air 
can be added to or released from the suit 
through two valves. The inflation valve is 
on the diver’s chest and is push-button 
operated. A low pressure hose, provided 
with the suit, channels air to the inflator 
from the diver’s regulator first stage. The 
deflation valve is on the diver’s left shoul- 
der. It will vent on demand when pushed 
in. An excellent feature of this valve is that 
it can be quickly adjusted to maintain a 
range of internal suit pressures. When in- 
ternal pressure rises above that selected, 
the valve functions as an overpressure 
relief valve. This helps the diver avoid un- 
controlled ascents. 

Viking offers two versions of drysuit un- 
derwear. The Thermal Underwear is 
made of the same material as the insulat- 
ing hood (10 mm polyester/nylon) and 
sells for $146.50. This is for very cold wa- 
ter and can be worn over Viking’s Light 
Underwear which is a much thinner poly- 
propylene. It is designed to draw the div- 
ers perspiration away from the body. It 
sells for $43. 

The Viking Sport 80X, especially the 
valves and zipper, should be rinsed with 
fresh water after a diving day. The suit 
should be dried thoroughly before stor- 
age and the zipper lubricated with parafin 
wax as needed. The whole suit will fit into 
the small carrying bag (10 inches in di- 
ameter by 24 inches long) provided. 

The 80X comes in five sizes to fit divers 
from 5'6” to 6’5" and comes with insulat- 
ing hood, inflator hose, wax and repair 
kit. It comes with a limited warranty and 
sells for $675.

A“ you growing tired of the annoying task of keeping track 
of your bottom and surface times for repetitive dive calcu- 
lations? If so, Tekna may have the answer to your problem. 

The company has just introduced a new, inexpensive device 
which can only be described as a revolutionary development 
in time keeping. This little honey is not a pushbutton stopwatch 
or a wind-up alarm clock—it is a miniature computer which has 
built-in “‘itelligence.”’ 

Tekna’s new timer can do many things to make a diver's life 
much more pleasant. It keeps track of total bottom time for the 
dive, freezes the number for reference on the surface and then 
erases the numbers at the start of the next dive. It keeps track 
of surface interval time, freezes the time at the beginning of the 
next dive and then erases the old numbers when you come up 
from the dive. It counts the number of dives for the entire day, 
going right up to nine (for gorilla divers). The best part is that 
the timer does all of this automatically. There are no buttons to 
push or switches to move. It provides all this information digital- 
ly, eliminating the need to squint and count the lines on an ana- 
log scale. 

From the moment you get your hands on a Tekna Dive Tim- 
er, you'll find yourself liking it. The device is approximately the 
diameter of a silver dollar (one and three-quarters inches) and 
it weighs only one ounce. It can be worn on your wrist like a 
watch or attached to your instrument console. You hardly know 
you have it with you. 

The timer is incredibly easy to use and requires almost no 
explanation. Strap it on and discover its unique functions as 
you go about making your dives. However, read the directions 
which come with this product so that you can properly clean 
and care for it. 


AN INTELLIGENT INSTRUMENT 

When we say the Tekna Timer is “‘intelligent,’’ we mean that 
it can ‘‘think’’ logically and perform functions according to a 
pre-defined program. For example, the Timer distinguishes be- 
tween a brief surfacing for taking bearings and an actual sec- 
ond or third dive. If the diver does not remain on the surface 
for 10 minutes or more the Timer does not count the resubmer- 
gence as another dive. This procedure is exactly as prescribed 
by the U.S. Navy Tables. 

The timer also knows precisely when to switch on and off au- 
tomatically. It begins counting bottom time when the diver 
reaches five to eight feet (there is some variance in switch-on 
depth). Exactly 12 hours after the last dive (when the diver is 
safely desaturated), the Timer turns itself off to conserve bat- 
tery energy. 


DESIGN 

How does this little Timer know precisely what to do and 
when to do it? The Tekna Timer is actually a simplified comput- 
er, miniature in size and ultra-sophisticated in design. The en- 
tire computer circuit is on a mono-chip wafer approximately 
one-quarter inch square. 

Packed into that one-ounce package is a miniature four-bit 
microprocessor, three liquid crystal digital displays (LCDs) and 
a 10 year shelflife lithium battery. 

The computerized electronic circuitry of this device contains 
2K bytes of ROM memory and custom designed computer pro- 
gram for counting bottom time, surface time and number of 
dives. The entire package is encapsulated in a thermoplastic 
case, pressure tested at the factory. A bezel around the outer 
edge of the display face provides the diver with a handy no de- 
compression limits table with depths from 35 to 190 feet (met- 
ric bezels are also available). The Tekna Timer, along with an 
accurate depth gauge and submersible pressure gauge makes

the ideal combination for calculating decompression times, re- 
petitive dive times and dive profile planning. 


BATTERY LIFE 

The Tekna Timer is battery powered for total automation. 
There are no through-case fittings for pushbuttons or switches 
of any kind. Battery power and electronic functions are 
switched on and off by pressure differentials. 

But what about the battery? How long will it last and how reli- 
able is it? This is where the Tekna Timer really shines. The Tim- 
er iS powered by a three volt lithlum battery which has a 10 
year shelflife (if not used) and provides 1000 hours of con- 
tinuous use. How is this possible? The Tekna Timer has a 
highly sophisticated and advanced form of computer technolo- 
gy. It is built with a CMOS intergrated chip which draws one- 
tenth the electrical power of normal computer circuitry. CMOS 
is an acronym for Complementary Metal-Oxide Semiconduc- 
tor. Put simply, a CMOS circuit is made with silicon chips that 
have a metal-oxide coating on both sides and have extremely 
low electrical consumption. Furthermore, CMOS circuits can 
be used in small air-tight devices because very little heat is 
generated. CMOS circuits are extremely reliable despite tem- 
perature fluctuations or slight changes in battery power. 

One word of caution. Do not be misled by the impressive 
number of 1000 hours of continuous battery operation. It 
should be remembered that the Timer runs for 12 hours after 
the last dive. Under normal conditions the Tekna Timer should 
operate for a minimum of 50 diving days on a single battery. 

Battery change is a simple matter of mailing your Timer back 
to the factory. This will cost $5. Tekna requires the battery in- 
stallation be done at the factory because there is also a pres- 
sure test performed to ensure watertightness. The Timer is so 
light the cost of mailing it to the factory is quite reasonable. 





The Tekna Digital Dive Timer is battery 
operated and depth activated. 

It keeps track of dive time, surface 

interval and number of dives made in a day. 
The bezel has the no decompression 

limits marked on it. The Timer is available 
in a wrist model (below) or as a 

module which snaps into the Tekna Combo 
Instrument Console. It also comes with the 
Tekna Maximum Depth Gauge (below left). 












































Each Tekna Timer is put through an extensive quality control 
procedure before it leaves the factory. The instruments are 
tested on a master computer which can diagnose any electron- 
ic problems. Every Timer is pressure tested to a simulated 
depth of 250 feet. The Tekna Timer comes with a one year war- 
ranty against material defects and workmanship. 

The Tekna Digital Dive Timer is available in three different 
forms. The T-3100 wrist model ($69.95) comes.on a strap with 
a self-tensioning stainless buckle. The T-3101 button module 
($59.95) snaps into the Tekna Combo Instrument Console. The 
T-2670 comes in a console with the Tekna Maximum Depth 
Gauge. This combo sells for $129.95.

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hat is PAD! today? Simply the larg- 
est scuba certifying and dive retail- 
er organization in the world. It has 50 full- 
time employees and is an association 
made up of 775 member stores (the ma- 
jority of dive stores in the U.S.) and over 
8200 active instructors. With head- 
quarters in Santa Ana, California, PADI 
has major training centers in Chicago, Illi- 
nois and San Diego, California. Both col- 
leges train instructors with knowledge 
and skills in all phases of diver education; 
the PADI International Instructor Training 
Center in Chicago specializing in continu- 
ing education concepts, the PADI Interna- 
tional College in San Diego focusing es- 
pecially on the retail business aspects of 
diving. Programs are run in over 60 for- 
eign countries. Branch offices are found 
in Canada, Japan, Sweden, Australia and 
Norway. The European Service Office is 
in Switzerland. 

PADI offers certifications in basic diver, 
open water diver, advanced open water 
diver, master scuba diver, and various 
specialty programs. The professional 
membership levels are divemaster, assis- 
tant instructor, instructor, open water in- 
structor, master scuba diver trainer and 
master instructor (although divemasters 
are optional members). 

PADI has grown rapidly in the last few 
years. It certified 154,000 in 1982—more 
than all the other U.S. certification organ- 
izations combined. At this writing, the or- 
ganization’s certifications are up 32 per- 
cent over 1982; the 1983 total is estimat- 
ed at over 190,000. 

While the numbers indicate exceptional 
growth and a thriving association, there is 
much more to PADI. The real question Is, 
‘Why do so many divers choose PADI 
training?’’ Two important reasons why 
are: 1) the agency’s philosophy, and 2) 
the Modular Scuba Course—cornerstone 
of the program. 


PADI PHILOSOPHY 

The PADI philosophy, as originally set 
out by president Ralph Erickson, is to 
provide safe, thorough training, stressing 
the most important knowledge and skills. 
The method is to present diving as a fun 
activity and to present the course se- 
quence in the manner which best accom- 
plishes the stated desired results. 

According to Al Hornsby, vice-presi- 
dent of education and public affairs, ‘‘It 
has been well-established that people 
learn best in small doses that advance 
from simple to complex, with a lot of rep- 
etition of the most important elements. In 
scuba diving there is a broad range of 
skills and information which could be pre- 
sented, some of which can be extrane- 
ous, or at least not directly useful most of 
the time. Our beginning level courses 
stress the pertinent information first.”’ 

According to Hornsby, ‘‘Because our 
training philosophy is built around the 
concept that divers should have a series 
of enjoyable, educational courses avail- 
able to them, it is absolutely essential that 
we do a good job in their first courses. 
We really feel.-that our system is depend- 
ent on customer satisfaction to be suc- 
cessful. Let's face it; if beginning level 
divers don’t find their initial training to be 
valuable and enjoyable, and if they don't 
feel competent and comfortable in the 
water upon completion, they certainly 
aren't going to come back to us again. 
Our courses have to be good—or our 
system fails.”’ 

A major purpose of PADI’s training se- 
quence is to decrease diver dropout by 
keeping the student/diver motivated and 
enjoying learning more. Staying in the 
course progression system (basic to 
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open water to advanced open water, 
etc.) expands the diver’s experience in a 
safe, supervised way while also increas- 
ing social interactions with an increasing- 
ly larger group of more involved divers. 


MODULAR SCUBA COURSE 

PADI’s Modular Scuba Course is de- 
signed to accomplish these goals of opti- 
mum sequential learning and enjoyment. 
Course information and skill lessons are 
sectionalized (modular) to allow flexibility 
and to increase retention following the 
small dose/high practice concept. The 
course is used in the basic and open wa- 
ter certifications. 

As the cornerstone of its educational 
system the Modular Course has been the 
prime factor in the popularity of PADI’s 
diver training programs around the world. 
Sometimes misunderstood by non-PADI 
instructors, the Modular Course, intro- 
duced in 1978, has managed to make the 
transition from traditional scuba training 
methods—which often spent proportion- 
ately more time on non-essential aca- 
demics and exercises—to a program 
which was more time effective, yet sacri- 
ficed none of the recognized required in- 
formation and diving skills. 

The Modular Course consists of an in- 
troduction/watermanship session (with 
watermanship evaluation—swimming, 
floating, etc.) followed by five course seg- 















ments (modules): (I) Introduction to Div- 
ing, (Il) Underwater Adaptations, (Ill) The 
Diving Environment, (IV) Effects of Depth, 
and (V) Review and Test. Along with 
these modules are five carefully se- 
quenced pool sessions, then finally an 
open water familiarization session, two 
open water scuba dives and an optional 
open water skin dive. (More dives are 
made in the open water course.) Without 
going into details, the. skills Covered in 
these segments and the open water ex- 
perience are similar to requirements of all 
other certification organizations. 

What's different about the Modular 
Course is that the segments are designed 
to build gradually upon previous sessions 
and the lectures make major use of audio 
visual presentations to illustrate concepts 
and skills, thus shortening learning time. 
Emphasis is placed on hands-on practice 
rather than traditional lecture. According 
to Al Hornsby, ‘‘“When you compare, hour 
to hour, the course we teach in the modu- 
lar program with a traditional course, 
overall length of hours may not be quite 
as long...maybe 22, 23 or 24 hours as 
opposed to 30. But, if you compare the 
amount of time in the water practicing ac- 
tual diving-related skills, you will find ours 
to be superior. We have less explanation 
time and less extraneous time. In terms of 
pertinent scuba skills, the Modular 
Course cut nothing out. Instead, we 
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saved time by careful reorganization.’’ 

These changes were found to reinforce 
skill and knowledge retention and height- 
en student enjoyment. The result is a ba- 
sic diver course which adequately pre- 
pares the diver, with a stipulation (stated 
on the card) that the diver must be 
equipped with an alternate air source. 
The basic diver student is informed, right 
from the beginning, that this certification 
is only the first step in scuba training, and 
that much remains to be learned. While 
the basie diver is similarly qualified to oth- 
er basic divers and can certainly pursue 
the sport on his/her own, the PADI sys- 
tem encourages additional training, on an 
ongoing basis. 

The changes in the program, rather 
than encouraging divers to take the least 
amount of training possible or to stop at 
the entry level, has instead encouraged 
divers to attain higher certifications. In 
1983, while PADI’s basic diver certifica- 
tions decreased substantially, the open 
water, advanced open water, and other 
upper levels have shown monumental 
growth. In 1978, basic diver certifications 
were 42 percent of the PADI! total. As of 
May 1983, basic was down to 17.6 per- 
cent; having declined every year since 
1978. Currently, 81 percent of all PADI 
certifications are open water or higher. 
This constitutes a tremendous increase in 
diver activity, experience and safety. 

While the modular program has been 
a major contributing factor to PADI’s suc- 
cess, it is by no means the whole story. 
PADI has initiated a number of instruc- 
tional/marketing programs that have 
taken scuba training forward by leaps 
and bounds. 
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Recently there has been a growing 
concern and outcry from resort operators 
and dive boat skippers over the issue of 
improperly trained or out of practice div- 
ers showing up on dives and creating a 
hazard for themselves and others. While 
the dive industry in general has grappled 
with this issue. PADI has taken some spe- 
cific steps to correct it. At the same time, 
these corrective steps work toward cor- 
recting the problem of diver dropout. 


SCUBA REVIEW 

The PADI Scuba Review program is 
designed to decrease diver dropout and 
increase diver safety by providing a pain- 
less method for reentry into the sport af- 
ter a lengthy layoff—without recertifica- 
tion. Divers coming back into the sport 
are familiarized with the latest concepts 
and are refreshed on information and 
skills learned previously. 

The program consists of a self study 
workbook for knowledge review. When 
this is complete, the diver takes a quiz 
which is evaluated by an instructor and 
discussed with the diver. Then, a scuba 
skills session is completed in a pool, 
evaluated by an instructor. At this point, 
the review is complete and the diver is 
registered at PADI Headquarters. The in- 
structor attaches a year-dated decal to 
the diver’s certification card. 


ENVIRONMENTAL ORIENTATION 

The PADI Environmental Orientation 
can be the final phase to a Scuba Review 
or can be a separate program. A PADI 
divemaster, assistant instructor or in- 
structor gives the diver an orientation to 
the area to be dived and then he/she is 
taken on a supervised dive. At the end of 
the dive, a decal is provided for the div- 
ers C-card which is year-dated and indi- 
cates the type of dive accomplished: 
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warm ocean, cold ocean or fresh water. 
More categories are being added. 


CREDIT CARD LOGBOOK 

Related to this issue is the difficulty 
faced by charter operators in actually de- 
termining the experience level of the div- 
ers they serve. The logbook, though an 
obvious answer to the problem, has 
proved only marginally successful in the 
past. The chief difficulty seems to revolve 
around the awkwardness of carrying the 
log (they have always been too large to 
fit in a wallet) and the bother of recording 
the necessary information. To combat 
this problem, PADI has recently intro- 
duced a revolutionary new logbook: the 
Credit Card Logbook. Credit card sized, 
but actually holding data from more dives 
than other common logs available (82 vs. 
25), it actually fits in a plastic sleeve with 
the diver’s C-card and a credit card dive 
table. The entire package fits easily in a 
wallet. Additionally, the necessary dive 
information is easily recorded in check- 
__ off boxes; each page also contains a dive 
profile computation form. 


SPECIALTY COURSES 

PAD! divers have a host of specialty 
certifications available to them—37/ at this 
point and more added all the time. (An 
advanced open water diver picking up 
five of these specialties plus a divemaster 
or rescue diver course is eligible for the 
_ master scuba diver rating.) Some exam- 
ples of these specialty subjects are 
wreck diving, underwater photography, 
ice diving, research diving and equip- 
ment specialist. There.are a number of 
standard specialties and also distinctive 
specialties which allow instructors with 
expertise in very particular types of activ- 
ity, after PADI course outline approval, to 
offer this instruction. 


C-CARDS 

For each level of training accom- 
plished, including specialty ratings and 
distinctive specialty ratings, a PADI diver 
gets a certification card with his/her pic- 
ture on the back—the Positive Identifica- 
tion Card—the first such card created in 
the diving industry. PADI has a unique, 
double entry computer system for certifi- 
cation card processing. After the correct 
information is entered into the system, the 
student's history file is created and then 
the computer prints out the C-card along 
with the validation card (a permanent rec- 
ord). The C-card, with picture, is then 
laminated and returned to the diver by 
computer printed label. The whole pro- 
cess averages only a three day turn- 
around at headquarters. Replacing a lost 
card is even easier. 


PADI TRAINING FACILITIES 

Dive stores and resorts utilizing the PA- 
DI training system are eligible to qualify 
as PADI Training Facilities. These facili- 
ties must meet certain standards of busi- 
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ness operations. A Training Facility can 
further qualify for rating as a Five Star Fa- 
cility. The Five Star rating system identi- 
fies excellence in five areas of business: 
pure air, scuba service, community in- 
volvement, educational proficiency and 
business ethics. Even after a facility is 
able to meet the stringent standards, the 
Five Star Facility is continually evaluated 
to ensure the facility continues to main- 
tain Five Star excellence. In patronizing 
the Five Star Facility, divers Know what to 
expect from the store in terms of quality, 
service and education. 


REGIONAL TRAINING 
COORDINATORS 

PADI has five Regional Training Coor- 
dinators (RTC). These are full-time pro- 
fessional field representatives. Their 
areas in the U.S. are: western, southeast- 
ern, northeastern, and midwest. There is 
a combined foreign area of Europe, Afri- 
ca and the Indian subcontinent. (A fifth 
U.S. RTC is. scheduled to be added in 
1984). These coordinators are paid PADI 
staff members with extensive retail/man- 
agement background and strong instruc- 
tional experience. They assist in the im- 
plementation and quality control of pro- 
grams at training facilities and work with 
an in-house business consultant to help 
dive stores in business matters and serve 
as the local membership’s liaison with 
headquarters. The RTC’s help headquar- 
ter keep closely in touch with what is hap- 
pening in diving and the need for new 
programs or materials. 


MARKET RESEARCH/PROGRAM 
IMPLEMENTATION 

PADI’s sensitivity to the latest trends in 
diving and divers isn’t limited to the 
RTCs. The agency is constantly conduct- 
ing market research of its own through 
surveys of its divers, members, and train- 
ing facilities. ‘PADI spends more time on 
market research than anybody in the div- 
ing business,’’ said Hornsby. ‘‘We don't 
feel PADI should wait to find out what 
trends are developing in the field; instead 
we actively search out the needs and cre- 
ate the programs to meet those needs.”’ 

When a necessary program or poten- 
tial problem is uncovered in the field, PA- 
DI can act on it. With respect to exerting 
influence externally, PADI often sponsors 
symposiums and contests such as the 
Annual U/W Photography Search/Com- 
petition. The RTCs conduct instructor ed- 
ucational seminars (64 in 1983) and oth- 
er members of the headquarters staff 
conduct retail management programs. 

The headquarters structure also allows 
quick reaction. The board of directors 
makes long term decisions, but the exec- 


—utive committee, meeting monthly, acts 


on more immediate needs; such as the 
implementation of a new program or pro- 
duction of support materials. The daily 
decisions are the responsibility of Al 
Hornsby and Gary Prenovost, vice-presi- 


dent, finance and operations. 

PADI is an educational organization 
which reinvests all monies generated 
back into development and maintenance 
of its programs. It does not hold a tax ex- 
empt status, however. Thus, the manage- 
ment is based on the corporate concept 
and is not a voting democracy. This sta- 
tus also preserves PADI’s legal right to 
lobby on political issues affecting diving. 
PADI is the only diving certification organ- 
ization which is a member of the National 
Ocean Industry Association, which lob- 
bies in Washington, D.C.. 


FACILITIES/MATERIALS 

The physical facilities at PADI Head- 
quarters also simplify program imple- 
mentation. In addition to the computer- 
ized filing system, PADI maintains an in- 
house publishing system; with computer- 
ized typesetting, capable of carrying text- 
books and other publications from incep- 
tion through to completion (in a matter if 
weeks, If need be), excluding color se- 
parations and the actual printing. This 
keeps the cost of production down tre- 
mendously and thus keeps the cost of 
materials to the consumer lower. The 
bulk of PADI’s current educational pro- 
grams are now written by Alex Brylske. 

In addition to a host of support ma- 
terials, including audio/visual series and 
texts such as the PAD/ Diver Manual and 
Advanced Diver Manual, PADI produces 
four regular publications. The Undersea 
Journal, Dive Industry News, and Diving 
Ventures are all published four times a 
year. The Retail Dive Travel Handbook is 
produced twice a year. The Undersea 
Journal (four color) has news topics, div- 
ing medical research information, discus- 
sions of new programs, editorials, sur- 
veys and even employment listings for in- 
structors. Diving Ventures (also four col- 
or) is the publication for members of the 
PADI Diving Society—Diving Ventures In- 
ternational. Diving Ventures has an ex- 
tensive calendar section listing dive 
events, training courses and travel pro- 
grams offered by dive stores all over the 
world and a resort guide in every issue. 
The resorts featured, called Resort Desti- 
nations, have been inspected by staff 
members prior to publication. DV| mem- 
bers receive discount coupons usable at 
those resorts as well at PAD! Training Fa- 
cilities. Dive Industry News, known as the 
trade journal of the diving industry, has 
editorials and articles on dive business 
and is sent free of charge each quarter to 
all dive stores, manufacturers and dive 
travel operators. The Retail Dive Travel 
Handbook allows dive store owners to 
quickly provide divers with all the needed 
information to choose quality diving re- 
sort destinations and to actually help 
them with their vacation bookings. It has 
the retail information on the resorts fea- 
tured in Diving Ventures.

Swiss made 
High-Tech 
for safe diving 


Bila Instruments A.G. is a com- 
pany with a mission: Increase the 
safety and pleasure of diving through 
high technology. The company’s initial 
product, the Deco-Brain diving computer, 
uses microprocessing technology to con- 
solidate the functions of several conven- 
tional diving instruments into one unit. 
The Deco-Brain was invented by Juergen 
Hermann, a Swiss genius with a concern 
for save diving. 

Divetronic Instruments was founded 
October 8, 1982. The company is an unu- 
_ sual mixture of technological, diving and 
marketing expertise. 

The technological and diving know- 
how is supplied by Hermann and-his 
small but dedicated team of co-workers. 
The marketing Know-how is provided by 
Bettina Merlin, president of the compa- 
ny’s U.S. subsidiary. 

Hermann became interested in diving 
at the age of 16. He began by reading 
books authored by Professor Hans Hass 
and by seeing U/W films. Years later, 
while developing the Deco-Brain, Her- 
mann worked with Hans Hass, who was 
so impressed with the product that he 
backs it with his name. 

Hermann became determined to im- 
prove diving safety after his brother had 
a close call in 1971 in the Mediterranean. 
Hermann felt such accidents could be 
avoided if a diver could be relieved of the 
calculations needed to obtain the infor- 
mation for safe diving. 

The young inventor (born July 24, 
1955) was well-equipped to develop a 
diving computer. In 1980 he received a 
Master of Science degree from the Inters- 
taatliche Ingenieurschule NTB, Buchs, 
Switzerland. He also worked for a year in 
an injection molding facility in Germany 
and served a four-year apprenticeship as 
a laboratory assistant with the chemical 
Gepartment of a company in Liechten- 


stein. Ten years as a sport diver gave him 
the real world experience needed to de- 
velop reliable and practical diving instru- 
ments. The result was the Deco-Brain, a 
high-technology instrument. With the 
technical challenges solved, there still re- 
mained the marketing challenge. 


MARKETING 
HIGH-TECHNOLOGY 
A skilled international marketer and ne- 
gotiator, Bettina Merlin specializes in in- 
troducing new products. ‘| don’t know 
how to take on an easy assignment,’ she 
says.

THE DECO-BRAIN DIVING 
COMPUTER 
The Deco-Brain is a microcomputer, 
worn on a diver’s wrist. It combines the 
functions of the watch, depth gauge, al- 
timeter and decompression tables. 
Depth and pressure are sensed by a 


technicians are engaged in the assembly and testing of Deco-Brain dive computers. 


Divetronic is one such challenge, be- 
cause it involves bringing new computer 
technology to the world of scuba diving. 

Divetronic’s Deco-Brain is marketed in- 
ternationally—another area of expertise 
for Merlin. A native of Amsterdam, the 
Netherlands, she has traveled widely. 
She holds a MBA degree from Stanford 
University. During her career she has 


pressure transducer, and time is tracked 
by a pressure-activated timer. Decom- 
pression tables are stored in the read on- 
ly memory (ROM) of the microprocessor. 

The diver turns on the Deco-Brain be- 
fore diving. It immediately senses and 
records the altitude and starts the timer 
running. The Deco-Brain registers and 
files altitude or depth twice every second 
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after it is switched on. Using this informa- 
tion, it accumulates a depth time file. The 
microprocessor compares the totals in 
the file to the Swiss diving table appropri- 
ate for the altitude and determines the de- 
compression plan necessary. 

When the ascent begins, the decom- 
pression plan is shown through a liquid 
crystal display (LCD) that indicates the 
first decompression depth and time. As 
decompression is completed at that 
depth, an LCD ticks the time off to zero. 
The displays then give the next decom- 
pression depth and time. The LCDs will 
also indicate that no decompression Is 
necessary, if that's the case. 

Moreover, when the diver surfaces, the 
Deco-Brain calculates desaturation time. 
lf additional dives are made, the micro- 
processor includes the effects of repeat- 
ed diving and changes in altitude over 
time in its calculations. 


FEATURES 

There are three more LCD displays as 
well as three superintensity light-emitting 
diode (LED) indicators on the face of the 
Deco-Brain. In addition to decompression 
depth and time, the display indicates: 

@ Air pressure in millibars 

@ Dive time (during the dive) 

® Completed total dive time (during the 

Surface interval) 

® Actual desaturation time (during the 

surface interval) 

@ Actual dive depth 

@Maximum attained depth, as a 

threshold value (during the surface 
interval) 

® A two minute warning before the no 

decompression limit is exceeded 

@ Maximum ascent rate (33 feet per 

minute) exceeded 

@ Decompression level approach 

@ Diver out of range (if the diver dives 

outside safe conditions or uses De- 
co-Brain incorrectly) 

@ Battery charging necessary 

Deco-Brain uses a complementary me- 
tallic-oxide semiconductor (CMOS) eight 
bit microprocessor with 10 kilobyte ROM 
for its assembler program and data base. 
It uses rechargeable nickel-cadmium (ni- 
cad) battery packs. The CMOS circuitry 
requires very little energy for operation 
and the ni-cad batteries store a great deal 
of energy relative to their size. The com- 
bination of the two allows up to 80 hours 
of operation without recharge. The batter- 
ies can be recharged from a 12 volt ciga- 
rette lighter or 220/110-volt line in four 
hours. The Deco-Brain can also be re- 
charged when on. 

Using the Deco-Brain is much. safer 
than using U.S. Navy tables because the 
Deco-Brain uses five tables developed by 
the Deep Diving Research Laboratory in 
Zurich, Switzerland. These were devel- 
oped for hyperbaric medicine for an en- 
tire population. The U.S. Navy tables, on 
the other hand, rely on the statistics de- 
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veloped from Navy divers who tend to be 
in their 20s and 30s and in very good 
physical condition. 


QUALITY AND CRAFTSMANSHIP 

The Deco-Brain units are manufactured 
by Iftest A.G., Ennetbaden, Switzerland, 
to rigid quality control standards. All elec- 
tronic components are tested to specifi- 
cation by a computer. The finished proa- 
uct is tested for water-tightness in a pres- 
sure-cabin filled with water. 

Hermann’s co-workers include his 
brother, Ruediger Hermann, a diver for 
five years and Roland Vogler, an engi- 
neering colleague who collaborated with 
Hermann on an early Deco-Brain thesis. 

In developing the original product, Her- 
mann also received assistance from Ben- 


Juergen Hermann, Deco-Brain inventor. 


no Schenk, technical director of the de- 
partment involved with pressure gauges 
at the University of Zurich. In new product 
development Hermann works closely 
with Roland Vogler and with another en- 
gineering colleague, Louis Streiff. 

The instruments manufactured by Dive- 
tronic are designed and produced by in- 
dividuals who are dedicated to improving 
the quality and safety of diving through 
technology. Bettina Merlin notes that, 
“Society can benefit greatly from ad- 
vances in science. But new technology is 
meaningless unless it meets human 
needs and has the right niche in the inter- . 
national marketplace. Divetronic wants to 
combine technology and marketing to 
meet the needs of divers around the 
World.’ >

wo years ago SKIN DIVER featured a 

new regulator made by Poseidon In- 
dustries of Sweden and distributed ex- 
clusively in the United States by Parkway 
Fabricators, Inc. (now known as The 
Parkway System). It was the Cyklon Max- 
imum and it came with high credentials. 
The Maximum was a direct descendant 
of Poseidon’s Cyklon 300 and this was 
one of seven regulators selected by the 
U.S. Navy Experimental Diving Unit for 
the top performance category in its 1979 
test of 36 scuba regulators. 

Now enters the Cyklon Maximum II: It 
is the second generation, with improve- 
ments in design for increased perform- 
ance and diving convenience. 

The first stage of the Maximum I! looks 
identical to that of the Maximum because 
it is. Poseidon calls this a ‘‘turbo assist- 
ed”’ balanced diaphragm first stage. This 
name is more than empty advertising jar- 
gon. The mechanism is activated by a di- 
aphragm and balanced to minimize the 
effects due to changes in supply/cylinder 
pressure. ‘Turbo assisted’’ refers to a 
unique design feature: A small port inside 
the first stage channels some of the air 
flow by the underside of the diaphragm, 
thereby producing a slight venturi effect. 
This venturi draws the diaphragm in more

during larger air flows, resulting in a more 
constant intermediate pressure in times 
of high demand (flow). 

The compact body of the first stage is 
brass, with a brushed chrome finish. 
Forged brass is used in the swivel yoke, 
and it, too, has a brushed chrome finish. 
Both the body and yoke, indeed, the en- 
tire first stage, are designed and rated to 
work at supply pressures up to 4300 psi 
(300 bar). For greater versatility when 
traveling abroad, a DIN connection is 
available to substitute for the yoke fitting. 
Fiber reinforced neoprene is used in the 
diaphragm, Delrin in the high pressure 
valve seat (because it resists deformation 
and has very good temperature stability) 
and stainless steel in the spring and bal- 
ancing valve piston (a component of the 
HP valve). This first stage supplies inter- 
mediate pressure air at 135 psi and pro- 
vides one high pressure port (marked 
HP) and four low pressure ports. Three of 
these are identified with LP for the attach- 
ment of low pressure accessories. The 
fourth is designated with R, for the prima- 
ry second stage. It is specially marked 
because the orifice of this port is larger 
than the others, allowing for greater air 
flow to the second stage. A word of cau- 
tion is in order: All five of these ports have 
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1/8 inch BSP (British Standard. Pipe) 
threads, and although they are close to 
the 3/8 inch 24 thread size commonly 
used in U.S. made regulators, the two 
thread sizes are not compatible. To avoid 
damaging the threads and making a po- 
tentially unsafe connection, use a proper 
adapter (such as Parkway/Poseidon part. 
# 2293) when attaching U.S. hose fittings 
to the Maximum II. 

Although environmental protection is 
not a standard feature on the first stage, 
an anti-freeze cap is available from The 
Parkway System. This cap can be filled 
with clear alcohol or a mixture of glycol 
and water and clamped into the sealing 
groove at the end of the stage as protec- 
tion against freezing. 

When | first saw a Cyklon second 
Stage, | thought the shape was quite radi- 
cal—in the least, it was very different from 
the conventional second stages at that 
time. My opinion soon changed to appre- 
ciation for its functional design. The Cyk- 
lon Maximum I] second stage looks very 
much like its counterpart on the Maxi- 
mum except for one important item: A 
switch on the backside of the stage. This 
switch and several less obvious improve- 
ments in the sophisticated mechanism 
are what lead to the second generation 





Maximum. Its case and diaphragm/ex- 
haust valve cover are made of impact re- 
sistant ABS plastic and all internal metal 
parts are nickel plated brass. For effi- 
ciency and simplicity the diaphragm and 
the exhaust valve are combined into a 
single component: A two and one-quarter 
inch diameter disk, made of a neoprene 
and silicone rubber compound and hav- 
ing a slightly convoluted shape. Unlike 
conventional diaphragms, this disk is not 
clamped at its perimeter; instead it is 
clamped between concentric rings in the 
case and the cover in such a way that the 
area inside this ring shaped clamp is free 
to flex. This serves as the diaphragm 
while the edge of the disk outside the 
clamp forms the exhaust valve. The ex- 
haust valve at the end of the stage directs 
exhaled bubbles to the side, away from 
the diver’s center of view. 

The design of the second stage can be 
classified as a balanced, servo-controlled 
sleeve valve. Being balanced, changes in 
the intermediate pressure do not affect its 
performance. However, because the sec- 
ond stage is balanced, any overpressure 
in the intermediate pressure hose will not 
be released; so a pressure relief valve is 
provided in the hose connector. The ser- 
vo-controlled sleeve valve is a unique, 
relatively simple valve in operation. Imag- 
ine a short length of hollow tubing, with a 
restricted opening at one end (to limit the 
flow of air entering the tube). This tube 
forms the control chamber. A series of 
holes drilled through its side allow air to 
leave the tube and pressurize a silicone 
rubber sleeve, which surrounds the out- 
side of the tube. The sleeve valve is posi- 
tioned inside the second stage, so that 
the rubber sleeve is adjacent to the ports 
in the main valve. As air enters the stage, 
some of it flows by the sleeve and 
through the main ports to the mouth- 
piece. At the same time, a little air enters 
the tube via the restricted opening, builds 
up pressure and expands the sleeve until 
it seals off the main ports. Should a diver 
inhale from the stage or depress the 


purge the diaphragm will push on the ser- 
vo valve, open it and dump air from in- 
side the tube. As the pressure drops,the 
sleeve will shrink away from the main 
ports, opening them to allow a flow of air. 
When the purge is released, or inhalation 
stopped, the diaphragm disengages the 
servo valve, it closes, air pressure in- 
creases witnin the tube and the sleeve 
expands again, closing off the main 
ports. With this design a small, precise 
servo valve controls the opening and 
closing of a much larger sleeve valve, us- 
ing air pressure to do most of the work. 

The purge on the Maximum I! consists 
of a neoprene rubber bar, which runs 
horizontally across the diaphragm/ex- 
haust valve cover. It is easily accessible 
with gloves or mitts. One of the improve- 
ments in the Maximum II includes a fine 
spring coupling the purge bar to the dia- 
ohragm. Its purpose is to adjust the flow 
of air when purging: With the mouthpiece 
unrestricted, maximum air flow is 
achieved; but with the mouthpiece cov- 
ered (i.e., with your mouth), the air flow 
is reduced to about one third the maxi- 
mum, to avoid excessive flow. 

With about any finely tuned regulator 
freeflowing can be a problem. To reduce 
this the new Maximum has incorporated 
a two position switch to desensitize the 
second stage when it is not in use. Slid- 
ing the switch to the non-dive or minus 
position places a U shaped foot immedi- 
ately behind the diaphragm, severely lim- 
iting its movement. A diver can breathe 
with the switch in this position, but inhala- 
tion is more difficult. Obviously, all diving 
should be done with the switch in the div- 
ing or positive position where the foot is 
moved out of the way, allowing the dia- 
ohragm complete freedom of movement. 

The only routine maintainance sug- 
gested is rinsing the regulator in fresh 
water after use. Lubrication of the unit 
should be left to trained personnel; in any 
case, silicone spray or grease should not 
be used as these could damage the 
sleeve valve. 


The Cyklon Maximum Il’s com- 
pact first stage is brass with a 
brushed chrome finish. It has 
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pressure ports. The second 
stage has a two position switch 
which desensitizes the unit 
when it is not in use and reduces 
the possibility of freeflowing. 


Professional service is recommended 
annually. The cost of this work will vary, 
of course, but should include only labor 
charges, since replacement parts are 
covered under the limited, lifetime, one- 
owner warranty. 


My evaluation of the Cyklon Maximum 
ll was made in a series of three dives, 
from the charter dive boat Scuba Queen, 
while anchored off Santa Catalina Island. 
On all dives the Maximum || performed 
very well. Inhalation and exhalation resis- 
tances were very minimal, and the unit 
supplied all the air | could handle even at 
depths to 100 feet. When taking a long 
slow breath, | thought | noticed a slight 
Surging, but this disappeared on normal 


and gross inhalations. The regulator was 
found to be quite dry: Only in one position 
(on my back, with my head tilted so that 
the exhaust was pointed upward) did | 
sense any water leakage—and that took 
a little while to notice. No strange behav- 
ior was observed in any of the various 
regulator orientations tried. With the sec- 
ond stage switch in the minus position, 
there was no freeflow. With the switch in 
the positive position, freeflowing would 
Start if the mouthpiece was turned up- 
ward while the stage was still full of air, 
but could be easily stopped by turning 


the mouthpiece down and pointing the 
exhaust up. Only one idiosyncrasy was 
noted: After orally clearing the flooded 
second stage, the first inhalation was 
sometimes accompanied by a small spurt 
of water which disappeared with the next 
exhalation. When the unit was cleared 
with the purge there was no water. 


In conclusion, | was very satisfied with 
the behavior of the Cyklon Maximum ll. 
From my limited evaluation | would con- 
sider it a high performer. Its sophisticated 
design, rugged construction, corrosion 
resistant materials, limited maintenance 
requirements .and retail price of about 
$220, should lend the Maximum |I to 
about any diving application, sport or 
commercial. »# 











Boasts Operational Qpen Water Bell/Sat System 


he diver is not visible to the trained crew members anxious- 

ly awaiting topside, but because of improved underwater 
communications, they are constantly assured that he, working 
in the murky, bitter cold waters, hundreds of feet below them, 
is Okay. 

This group isn't searching for golden doubloons, long buried 
in the bowels of a sunken 18th century Spanish galleon. It’s 
part of a team exploring for a black liquid almost as valuable, 
known as oil. Vast fields of it are known to exist in the waters 
in which they are working. 

Jay Phillips from Scottsdale, Arizona is one member of the 
group. A professional diver working for SeaTec International in 
the South China Sea, he says ‘‘l’ve been on the Kokan Pioneer 
number one lay barge for 47 days. I've made some gas dives 
to 280 feet—good experience for a guy fresh out of school.”’ 

Jay will be returning to the states soon. ‘‘But, before | come 
home, |’m going to the Island of Bali in Indonesia to surf and 
girl watch.” 

Currently there are approximately 15,000 men and women 
working in waters all around the earth as commercial divers. 
They are drawn to the profession by the opportunity of earning 
big bucks in a relatively short period of time; the chance to trav- 
el to exotic places in the world; and the mystique that still sur- 
rounds deep sea diving. 

About 1400 men and women graduate each year from the 
nine commercial diving schools in the United States. While the 
drop-out rate is high in the first 6 to 12 months in the field, the 
more motivated individuals who remain will earn between 
$20,000 and $40,000 the first year. It's not uncommon to earn 
$50,000 or more after only a few years of employment. 

Gone is the old image of undersea divers clad in their ‘‘John 
Wayne’ suits, plying their trade using ‘‘Norwegian

steam, ‘(brute force). Today, sophisticated equipment and 
methods have created a safer, more efficient U/W environment 
for divers. 

The first requirement for any aspiring commercial diver is 
professional training from an accredited diving school. One of 
the most highly regarded training centers worldwide is the Col- 
lege of Oceaneering, headquariered in Southern California's 
Los Angeles Harbor. 

It has a completely operational bell/saturation system in 
open water. Lock-out dives are offered and the latest state-of- 
the-art equipment such as the JIM, a one atmosphere diving 
Suit, is used. 

Opened in 1939, the College of Oceaneering was originally 
called the Commercial Diving Center. The school has success- 
fully trained more than 3000 divers for the rigors of the offshore 
oil industry, besides providing specialized training for many 
groups including foreign military personnel, the U.S. Coast 
Guard, the Occupational Safety and Health Administration and 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Recently, the school was accredited as a junior college, al- 
lowing it to grant Associate of Applied Science degrees. 

Under the leadership of Jim Joiner, the College of Oceaneer- 
ing offers students 496 hours of in-the-water instruction under 
actual working conditions, 128 hours of practical application 
and 390 classroom lecture hours. Lecture courses required for 
the associate degree in applied sciences include English com- 
position/grammar, physical sciences, biological sciences, so- 
cial sciences or humanities. 

‘‘We receive more than 13,000 inquiries a year from all over 
the world,’’ Joiner said. ‘‘We accept about 350 applications an- 
nually, with about 30 percent of our student body comprised 
of foreign students. 
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“Our student training schedule in the classroom and water 
is tough,’ Joiner admits. ‘‘Sound judgement and refined skills 
are absolutely essential in diving situations where time is al- 
ways Crucial and second chances are rare.”’ 

Commercial diving basically fits into one of three categories: 
1)Scuba diving, which is severely restricted by depth and dura- 
tion limits; 2)Surface supplied or standard diving, where a diver 
is tethered to the surface by hoses and cables (also time and 
depth limited); and 3) Bell diving, where divers ride to and from 
the work site in a dry bell, which also serves as a safe refuge 
at depth and a chamber for compressing and decompressing. 

The bell/sat system (short for bell saturation system) is used 
widely in commercial diving because it is mandated by law for 
dives of 50 meters (165 feet) or deeper in many countries. The 
system consists of a diving bell and one or more deck decom- 
pression chambers (DDCs). The DDCs are on the deck of the 
support vessel and fitted with locks for transferring personnel 
and/or supplies into and out under pressure. 

In practice, a diver and tender descend to the work site in 
a bell while the pressure is increased to that of the working 
depth. The diver enters the water and works on the project 
for—let’'s say—up to four hours, then returns to the bell. 

The tender now suits up and enters the water, while the for- 
mer diver serves as tender. At the end of their shift, they as- 
cend in the bell to the surface, while the pressure is reduced

to the intermediate or storage pressure of the DDC. This pres- 
sure allows safe compression and decompression to and from 
the working depth without bending the divers. 

On deck, the bell is mated to the TUP (Transfer Under Pres- 
sure) chamber. The tired team transfers into the DDC under 
pressure and a new team enters the bell. 

Inside the DDCs, the divers shower, eat and relax or sleep 
until the next shift. In this type of situation divers may be under 
pressure for up to several weeks. 

Bell/sat diving is proving to be the safest type of diving for 
extended periods of time in the water. It’s cost-efficient to the 
contract companies, allowing divers to work at great depths 
around the clock and offering the only effective way for divers 
to work in depths approaching 2000 feet. The bell/sat method 
of diving will continue to provide more job opportunities and 
higher pay in the coming years. The average salary is $550 a 
day for at least a 24-26 day cycle. 

At the College of Oceaneering, students are offered four ba- 
sic courses: Air Diver, Air/Mixed Gas Bell/Saturation, Diver 
Medic Training and Inspection and Non-Destructive Testing. 

While the lure of exciting travel and big salaries draws a 
large number of interested recruits to the diving profession,

new divers admit to some drawbacks. 

Jeff Bock, a graduate of the College of Oceaneering offers 
beginning divers some useful tips. ‘‘First you must have the ~ 
right attitude, then you must be motivated. You must want to 
be a diver badly. You need perseverance—never give up until 
your superiors say it’s hopeless.” 

Asked about sacrifices, Jeff had this to say. ‘‘When your pa- 
ger goes off at 0300 hours or the lead tender needs you on 
deck after your shift has ended and it’s night, with 10 footers, 
force- elght—say " yes’ with no gripes. ; 

“If you’ve made it that far, then endure—stay in shape as it 
could save your life or someone else’s.”’ 

Jeff adds, ‘“‘The diving industry is inherently very competitive, 
but a smart, hard-working young man or woman can still make 
a decent living, if he or she is willing to pay the price.”’ 

A good diving center is well equipped. The College of Ocea- 
neering is on a five acre campus, with more than 8000 square 
feet of classrooms, a double lock hyperbaric chamber, three 
training tanks, a fully equipped shop building and rigging yard. 

On the water facilities include a welding pier; a student lock- 
er barge; an air/gas diving barge; a bell/saturation barge with 
triple lock hyperbaric chamber; two diving bells; welder; diesel 
and electric compressors; and hot water systems. 

This amount of equipment is absolutely necessary. ‘‘It’s not 
exactly a training school in the North Sea, but my experience 
at the College of Oceaneering mixed gas barge and the bell/ 
sat project served as excellent training for my job,’’ said Peter 
DeKuyer from Haarlem, The Netherlands. ‘‘It really pays off 
when you're working in the North Sea because your first mis- 
take could be your last.’’ 

If you are willing to accept the studying and hard work, and 
put up with some job inconveniences, maybe commercial div- 
ing is the career for you. The cost of tuition and supplies is not 
inexpensive—about $5,000. But it’s a sound investment in a 
career that offers good financial returns to graduates willing to 
accept rigorous. work schedules. The College of Oceaneering 
participates in a number of financial aid programs. 

Admission requirements vary from school to school, but at 
the College of Oceaneering, students must have a high school 
or general education diploma, pass aptitude tests and a medi- 
cal exam, be a certified scuba diver and be at least 18 years 
of age before graduation. 

Chances of success increase in the commercial diving in- 
dustry if you have, or can acquire, a usable skill or technical 
training prior to entering a commercial diving program. Con- 
struction skills such as pipe fitting, burning and welding and 
non-destructive testing skills (NDT), including magnetic particle 
and ultrasonic testing, and visual inspection, are in demand in 
the building and maintenance of subsea structures. | 

In fact, Tony Wells, working for Solus Ocean Systems, says, 
“NDT training almost guarantees you a job. Half of the guys 
I've met in Singapore are College of Oceaneering graduates.’ 

There is also a growing demand for divers with technical 
training in electronics, as well as marine, electrical, mechani- : 
cal, structural and civil engineers. | 

A quote popular in the diving industry is: ““The ocean weeds 
out, from all the races of mankind that come upon it to make 
a living, a certain person. This type of person stays within the 
ocean, and the rest are cast ashore to deal with the land peo- 
ple.’ (Author unknown.) 

lf you're interested in a career as a commercial diver remem- 
ber a few of these important suggestions. First, the proper se- 
lection of a diving school is critical for future employment. Don’t 
be afraid to ask questions aout the quality of the equipment, 
size of staff, accreditation, training in open water or tanks and 
bell/saturation training. Secondly, examine your career expec- 

tations. Ask the administrators about their graduates’ place- 
ment in the field. 

If you find this fascinating and highly rewarding career inter- 
esting, you may be packing for overseas next year. >#t

he Cayman Islands pulled out all the 

stops for 62 visiting dive shop owners 
and managers for Scuba Bowl Ill. This 
dive festival is organized by the Cayman 
Islands Government and the private sec- 
tor, including dive operators, hoteliers 
and related companies. 

The program for Scuba Bowl Ill, as in 
previous years, fell into three areas: The 
first was education. Al Hornsby, vice- 
president of PADI, and Paul Tzimoulis, 
editor/publisher of SKIN DIVER Maga- 
zine gave lectures and seminars. These 
covered such subjects as marketing a 
dive destination and the use of undersea 
photography in the promotion of a dive 
destination. Market trends were dis- 
cussed in depth as was the use and 
maintenance of U/W photo equipment. 

Paul Tzimoulis and Al Hornsby have 
been friends of the Cayman Islands for 
many years and have been guest lectur- 
ers ever since the inception of Scuba 
Bowl in 1980. This year they received the 
highest accolade for their involvement 
with the islands’ tourism, the Sir Turtle 
Award, presented by Eric Bergstrom, di- 
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yman Islands hosts 3rd dive shop program

rector of tourism for the Cayman Islands. 
This prestigious award is granted to 
those who have gone far beyond the nor- 
mal call of duty to help the Cayman l|s- 
lands maintain and improve tourism. 
Some interesting and encouraging sta- 
tistics were presented by Al Hornsby dur- 
ing his lecture on market trends: 49 per- 
cent of all divers in the United States 
make at least one dive trip each year. 
Twenty-five percent actually travel with 
their dive shop owner or representative. 
A further 10-15 percent of America’s div- 
ers are influenced by their dive shop 
when choosing a dive destination. Dive 


shop owners are becoming increasingly, 


more active in travel and normally work 
out their own packages with individual 
dive resorts handling all arrangements, 
with the exception of flights, ticketing be- 
ing organized by a local travel agent. 
Scuba Bowl places the emphasis on 
diving in the Cayman Islands and repre- 
sents a perfect opportunity for dive shop 
Owners and managers to see, firsthand, 
why some 50,000 divers a year visit 
these islands. There are a number of rea-

sons for the islands’ popularity as a holi- 
day destination and premier dive resort. 

For divers, whether experienced or 
novice, the Cayman Islands are hard to 
beat. The calm, clear, warm waters, 
where temperatures rarely vary by more 
than five degrees and visibility underwa- 
ter can be an incredible 200 feet, are ex- 
ceptionally safe for the beginner or inex- 
perienced diver. In addition, some of the 
most beautiful dive sites lie in 40-50 feet 
of water. There are magnificent reefs, 



























wrecks and the renowned wall, which, 
depending upon where you dive, may 
start in as little as 40 feet of water and 
drop away to 6000 feet. 

The dive operators in Cayman are ex- 
tremely professional, well equipped with 
the most up-to-date dive gear and above 
all, safety conscious. The dive industry 
enjoys a safe record, envied by other 
dive destinations, and local operators 
have worked hard to earn this distinc- 
tion. All dive boats must have a radio and 
a supply of oxygen aboard; each dive- 
master may take only ten experienced 
divers down at one time. 

For divers. on a tight budget, the ex- 
pense of a boat trip is not necessary to 
enjoy the undersea beauty of Cayman. 
There are plenty of excellent shore dives 
which include several wrecks as well as 
spectacular reefs. It is even possible, 


from certain points on the island, to dive 
the wall from shore. 

Each afternoon during Scuba Bowl Ill, 
participants went diving with a different 
dive operation. This gave them the op- 
portunity to meet a number of dive opera- 
tors and some of the staff personally and 
to experience a good cross section of the 
most popular sites. Scuba Bowl partici- 
pants are held to 75 people. With most of 
the islands’ dive operators involved, this 
means the average number of divers per 
boat was seven. The most popular deep 
dive seemed to be Trinity Cave, and Dev- 
il’s Grotto was a well remembered shal- 
low dive. During the week, six dives were

A close exami- 
nation of the all-black Canon Compact re- 
veals many of the design features which 
are incorporated into this family of medi- 


um to heavy duty spearguns. 

The three one-half by 20 inch amber 
rubber slings included with the Compact 
immediately indicate that it is designed 
for distance and penetration. They propel 
a 5/16 inch plated steel shaft which is 
threaded for six mm tips. A chisel spear- 
point with two flukes for firmer flesh fish 
is included. The threads are reinforced 
against breakage by a short collar on the 
back of the spearpoint which surrounds 
the shaft. Range of the 45 inch shaft is 
limited by the 10.5 foot black nylon shock 
cord which requires two wraps when 
loading the gun. Unfortunately, a rubber 
stretch section is not included in the line, 
but is available as an accessory. 

The barrel of the Canon Compact is 
constructed from one and one-quarter 
inch aluminum tubing and O-ring sealed 
at each end for buoyancy. Attached to 
one end is the plastic muzzle with a 
closed shaft guide. It is designed for 
three slings. At the other end of the barrel 
is a comfortable and well built aluminum 


grip. The line release is positioned so that 


the shock cord dresses close to the bar- 
rel to minimize snagging on rocks and 
seaweed. Right or left handers can fire 


the gun with equal ease. Triggering is 
smooth enough to permit squeezing off a 
long shot. The safety is unmarked and 
behind the trigger for actuation by the 
thumb and index finger. Its operation is . 
somewhat unconventional in that you 
push it to the left for on and right for off. 

An outstanding feature of the Canon 
Compact is the ease of loading—if 
stretching three bands can be called 


easy. The butt stock is long compared to 


many guns and gives the spearfisherman 
an additional mechanical advantage. The 
rubber butt cap is extra large to distribute 
the loading pressure over a wider area of 
the diver’s leg or stomach. 

Inflatable Systems provides one of the 
most diverse and complete selections of 


Included are round tip, chisel tip, slip tip, 
three tip, four tip, single barb and double 
barb spearpoints. Line storage comes in 
the form of a reel and the unique Line 
Gobbler. For two hand aiming there is a 
center grip which is actually included with 
the Canon Super speargun. A heavy 
gauge nylon speargun carrying case with . 
a rust proof zipper is ideal for travel. 
There is an inflatable nylon line float com- 
plete with CO, and oral inflation devices. 

The Canon Compact carries a one year 
warranty against manufacturing defects. 
Good maintenance simply requires that 
the gun be well rinsed in fresh water be- 
fore storage and the rubber bands pro- 
tected from ozone with silicone spray and 
storage in a sealed plastic bag. 

In conclusion, the Canon Compact is a 
well built speargun designed for taking 
larger size game fish. It is backed by 
Cavalero Champion's many years of de- 
sign and manufacturing experience. The 
suggested retail price is $93.25. Take a

NATURE LOVER’S DELIGHT 

After a scenic ride to Red Hook, at the. 
east end of St.Thomas, you board the St. 
John Ferry for the 20 minute trip to Cruz 
Bay, St. John. The ferry rates are reason- 
able, sheltered seating is ample and 
there are no excess baggage charges. 
You can also take a ferry from Charlotte 
Amalie (across from Windward Passage 
Hotel), the Caneel Bay Ferry from the Na- 
tional Park Dock, or fly over on the Goose 
(next to the post office by Frenchtown). 
Because two-thirds of St. John is national 
park, it doesnt have the population or 
hustle and bustle of St. Thomas. [he 
sights are largely natural with abundant 
forests and beaches. The park has a vari- 


_ety of hiking trails which often follow old 


Danish plantation roads. Guided hikes 
travel through different vegetation zones, 
and evening slide presentations highlight 
the culture, history and marine life of the 
islands. And, for snorkelers there is a 
marked trail at Trunk Bay. 

For camping, consider the Cinnamon 
Bay Campground where you can choose 
a cottage, tent or bare campsite. Cooking 
is done on Coleman stoves or charcoal, 
restrooms are communal and the camp 
store stocks basic supplies. Maho Bay 
Camps also has tent-cottages on wooden 
decks, centrally located bathhouses, bar- 
becue areas and a camp Store. 


DIVE SITES 
Among John’s dive sites is Carvel 
Rock, about two miles north of Cruz Bay. 
A cluster of stone boulders jutting above 
the surface just east of Congo Cay, it

deeper reef diving. Schools of tarpon fre- 
quent the shallows on both sides. The 
rocky slope, which drops down to about 
90 feet, is adorned with corals, gorgoni- 
ans, seawhips and sponges. At the bot- 
tom, you may see rays and large fish. 

Congo Cay is a long, narrow rock that 
rises abruptly from the sea bottom. At the 
western tip, the walls drop vertically— 
then slope down to 80 feet. You will see 
purple seafans and other gorgonians, 
sponges, fish and a variety of rock forma- 
tions. Watch for tarpon, eagle rays, man- 
ta rays and barracuda deep. 

Fishbowl Reef is only a few hundred 
yards from Cruz Bay. We photographed 
schools of grunts beneath coral ledges at 
depths of 25 to 35 feet or less. The un- 
dersides of the ledges were encrusted 
with flaming red sponges and other color- 
ful marine life. At Stevens Cay, we found 
copper sweepers hiding beneath coral 
ledges in less than 25 feet of water.

f anything has kept Bimini from becom- 

ing a truly world-class dive destination, 
it is one simple misconception. Its long 
time reputation as a big game fishing re- 
sort, combined with its proximity to the 
Florida coastline, has perpetuated the vi- 
Sualization of a touristy, overdeveloped 
and densely populated resort island. 
Even the television credit card commer- 
cials make it sound as if it were an exten- 
sion of Miami Beach. ‘'| bought my 
baubles in Bimini,’’ the bauble clad 
young woman declares. The ad implies 
that almost anything a credit card limit 
would permit could be purchased on this 
tiny seven mile, 700 foot wide pair of Ba- 
hamian islands. That, added to the notion 
that an island close enough to Miami to 
be a suburb must be highly commercial- 
ized, is far from fact. 

In truth, credit card bearing tourists 
have to look hard to find more than a 
handful of shops in which to use them. 
The center of commercial interest, North 
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Bimini, is a lazy stretch of powdery beach 
and narrow road, lined with rows of neat 
houses and small business establish- 
ments catering largely to the local econo- 
my. The atmosphere is quiet during the 
day, hot at the night spots and the locals 
treat tourists as personal guests. The 
mood is representative of the lifestyle at 
the most out of reach out-island. 

With the package at Neal Watson's 
Bimini Undersea Adventures and the 
Bimini Big Game Fishing Club this very 
near oOut-island is one you can reach in 
one-half hour from Ft. Lauderdale with a 
limited amount of dive gear and only one 
Suitcase—a very small suitcase. The sug- 
gested attire for day is a pair of shorts 
and T-shirt with a swimsuit or two thrown 
in for the pool, beach and diving. Evening 
wear is a bit dressier; you may want to 
add flip-flops! This does not imply there 
is a lack of class. One look at the Big 
Game Club’s excellent accommodations, 
tennis court, pool side bar, marina and 


quality restaurant menu will dispell that 
impression. At the top of the list of appe- 
tizers is escargot bourguignon, fresh 
Bimini smoked gamefish, conch fritters, 
native conch salad and chowder. The en- 
trees seduce your appetite with broiled 
spring chicken, roast prime rib of beef, 
prime New York sirloin, broiled filet 
mignon and, of course, native broiled lob- 
ster tail, Bahamian grouper, cracked 
conch and more, much more. The luxury 
of dining in Bimini is you don't have to 
dress for Paris to savor the escargot or 
go to New York for sirloin! 

Bimini has world-class diving and a top 
drawer undersea adventurer, Neal Wat- 
son, a real life, diving folk-hero. An eve- 
ning with Neal will provide you with 
enough tall tales to re-tell for a lifetime. 
When he is on the island this quiet, un- 
pretentious adventurer can keep you up 
well past the wee hours with tales of his 
escapades in the deep, of finding and 
losing millions in gold and treasure, dou- 
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Neal's the holder of something close 
fo a.dozen world records including the 
longest underwater distancesswim on 
scuba, 60 milés; the distance record in 
flying a miniature, one man helicopter, 
called a gyrocopter, fromthe U.S. to 
Freeport (only to be-arrested immediately 
for illegal entry):“smashing the greatest 
number of bricks with his bare head; and 
scuba diving to a literally mind bending 
depth of 437 feet on compressed air. This 
last record is one he flatly states he 
would never attempt again, nor does he 
recommend anyone try it Since the 
chances of survival are negligible. The 
narcosis was so completely overpower- 
ing he has no memory of actually reache %~ 
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proves the accomplishment. The immedi- 
ate image conjured by some of these rec- 
ords of a near insane, daredevil stuntman 
is far from that of Neal Watson. In reality 
he is a solid, successful businessman 
who has an insatiable appetite, now tem- 
pered with age, for pushing himself to 
find his own limitations. He has little 
memorabilia on display to testify to his 
accomplishments and infrequently men- 
tions them unless queried. Only his solid, 
muscle beach physique and love for his 
U.S. Marine’s cap and T-shirt offer evi- 
dence of the tough guy image with which 
he is sometimes credited. 

Diving off Bimini is comparable to the 
best in the Bahamas or Caribbean. Lying 
on the edge of the Gulf Stream, the wa- 
ters are prime territory for big game fish. 
The deep indigo of the ultra clear stream 
sometimes comes all the way to shore 
with visibilities frequently above 200 feet 
near the wall. On the shallow reefs the big 
game creatures that inhabit the depths 
are spotted regularly and 60 to 100 foot 
visibility is common. _ 

Popular dive sites range over a 20 mile 
area with the majority less than one-half 
hour from the dive shop at Brown's dock. 
With his exceptionally experienced crew 
Watson has located enough sites to offer 
three tank dives per day for over a week 
with never a repeat. The inshore reefs 
near North Bimini tend toward unusually 
colorful isolated coral mounds and patch 
reefs scattered around on a sand floor 
like a mischievious child's. building 
blocks. Individual two to six foot high reef 
heads composed of a multitude of dense- 
ly packed corals are punctuated with odd 
sponge formations possessing perhaps 
two dozen individual shapes and colors 
in a three or four yard wide area. |m- 
mense brain corals are common with dia- 
meters of four to six feet. Complementing 
the expected variety of grouper, angels, 
butterflies and reef creatures, schools of 
jacks and snapper roam through the 
mounds without fear of divers. 

Amid these schools of fish and patch

depths of 80 to 100 feet. Along its sloping 
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face the current frequently zips, holding 
the clear water of the stream close to the 
formation. The coral face is completely 
overgrown with life and deeply gouged 
with hundreds of cuts, tunnels and 
caverns. Nowhere in the Bahamas or 
Caribbean is there a greater diversity of 
sponges or inconceivably combined col- 
or schemes. Inside many of the cavern 
like grottos, schools of glassy minnows 
swim in perfect unison while outside 
roam the really exciting denizens of the 
- deep. During thei: season the reef is fre- 
quented by schools of four and five foot 
long tuna. At any time streamlined three 
and four foot jacks may rush out of the 
deep directly into the path of a diver. 
Even a large hammerhead has been 
known to patrol the area, sending divers 
scurrying into the nearest hole to watch 
the master of the reef swim past. 

In easy sight of South Bimini is the 
wreck of the old concrete freighter Sa- 
pona. Aground since 1911, she has a 
tainted history including being used as an 
illegal liquor warehouse during Prohibi- 
tion. Now her skeleton is a near perfect 
underwater photo studio in only 15 feet of 
normally clear water. Her ribs allow the 
sunlight to filter through—creating an ee- 
rie illumination for wide-angle photogra- 
ohers. Unusually large schools of grunts 
and snapper are found near her prop and 
all along her keel. Inside her aft section 
the engine parts and shaft are covered 
with sponges and constantly encircled by 
thousands of glassy minnows. 

Bimini's premier site is the carefully 
controlled continental shelf dive. Deeper 
than walls at many island resorts, the 
precipice starts at 90 feet and drops 
straight off like the edge of the world to 
over 2000. Because of the depth, all 
dives are made with an experienced 
divemaster. The plan allows you to expe- 
rience deep water in a tightly controlled 
situation. After a completely thorough 
briefing at the dock and review on site, all 
divers enter the water simultaneously and 
descend down a weighted float line to 
drift along the shelf. The boat stays with 
the group by following the float. No one 
leaves the line when the maximum depth 
of 140 feet is attained. Bottom time is lim- 
ited to ten minutes with a mandatory, 
safety decompression stop at ten feet. 
The exhilaration of the dive is contagious 
as the current rushes divers past black 
coral trees, large basket sponges and of- 
ten close enough to view a dolphin or 
marlin. Deeper than is generally recom- 
mended by sport diving organizations, 
the dive has been made by the heads of 
dive agencies with all agreeing on its 
controlled safety. 

In contrast to other islands, a tempting 
reason to dive this near out-island is just 
that, its nearness. Unlike resorts in the 
Caribbean or deep in the Bahamas, you 
can make three dives on the day of arriv- 
al and two on the day of departure. This 
is principally because Bimini Undersea

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The Battle For 
AMERICA'S 


Sunken Treasure 





BY HOWARD B. TOWER JR. 


he role of sport divers working with 

today’s archaeologists is sensitive 
and controversial. Both groups tend to re- 
gard each other as enemies. Extreme po- 
sitions taken by individuals of both sides 
have clouded the major issues and built 
a wall of animosity difficult to breach by 
clear thinking individuals in both camps. 

Everyone reading this article who scu- 
ba dives for treasure, relics or fossils, 
amateur or professional, is a part of the 
controversy—and the solution. | have 
been working with professional archaeo- 
logists in South Carolina since April 1978 
and have become involved with state ar- 
chaeologists in Florida and Georgia dur- 
ing the last two years. These ongoing re- 
lationships have given me a view of the 
issues. | have been an avid underwater 
treasure hunter and amateur archaeolo- 
gist for 17 years. Today every scuba div- 
er must take an active interest in the wel- 
fare and direction of his or her hobby or 
profession. 

The central issue at stake is the man- 
agement of submerged archaeological 
resources. By definition this is any man- 
made object, fossil or bone over 50 years 
old. How these resources are managed 
is very important because the past and 
associated objects can never be re- 
placed. However, everyday items lost 
during the 1980s will be archaeological 
resources during the 2080s. 

Prior to 1960 there were very few peo- 
ple scuba diving for artifacts or treasure. 
Discoveries were usually made by acci- 
dent—a sport diver stumbles on an an- 
cient wreck site or a dredge spits up gold 
coins during construction activity. 

Other discoveries were the result of de- 
liberate searches conducted by universi- 
ties, museums and historical societies. 
Professional archaeologists played an 
important role in such activities and were 
often called to evaluate accidental dis- 
coveries. Archaeologists published their 
activities in journals which were read by 
others in their profession but not sport 
divers. Theirs was a peaceful world. 

During the 1960s the archaeological 
world was shaken. Advances in electron- 
ic technology made underwater metal de- 
tectors highly efficient and economical to 
own. Scuba diving became the adventure 
sport of the middle class and thousands 
of individuals began exploring national 
waters. In addition, books and magazines 











outlining archaeological techniques, re- 
search methods and treasure hunting 
skills were published and read. 

Amateurs began locating hundreds of 
sites along rivers and professional treas- 
ure hunting organizations such as Eight 
Reale worked Spanish galleons. The im- 
mediate reaction of the archaeological 
community was to seek passage of re- 
Strictive antiquities laws which, in es- 
sence, declared the state owned every- 
thing submerged in public waters. Such 
laws were passed in Florida, Georgia, 
Texas and North Carolina. Legally, it be- 
came very difficult to search for anything. 

However, during the 1970s responsi- 
ble treasure divers began to challenge 
the constitutionality of these laws in court. 
And, they obtained stunning legal victo- 
ries in Florida and Texas. |In addition, the 
federal government sought to work with 
sport divers who demonstrated integrity. 
Today, well written antiquities laws (al- 
lowing private individuals to search for 
archaeological resources) exist in South 
Carolina, Michigan and Massachusetts. It 
should be noted that most states have no 
underwater antiquities laws. 

If you believe as | do that sport divers 
have a public responsibility concerning 
submerged archaeological resources 
and can render valuable assistance to 
professional archaeologists, now is the 
time to act. Well written antiquities laws 
which allow the state a percentage of 
finds for museums and study but award 
the finder a substantial share of the ob- 
jects in question will best manage our na- 
tion's archaeological resources. A con- 
centrated effort on your part can make 
this a national policy and change or elimi- 
nate poor laws on the books. How can 
this be done? 

First let's look at today’s archaeologi- 
cal community, with whom you must 
eventually work. It is split into two groups. 
The largest segment is the purists. A pur- 
ist wants nothing to do with amateur ar- 
chaeologists or sport divers. They refer to 
such people as ‘‘looters.’’ They are 
against, in principle, the issuance of sal- 
vage contracts or excavation permits to 
anyone outside the scientific community. 
An amateur with a salvage contract is 
called a ‘‘legal looter.”’ 

The purist does not believe a discover- 
er has any rights to what he has found. 
Any and all archaeological resources be- 
long to the people. And everything recov- 
ered, no matter how insignificant, should 
be kept in storage or displayed. Purists 
are horrified at the thought of sport divers 
doing serious research. If it were possi- 
ble, the purist would eliminate public ac- 
cess to metal detectors, scuba equip- 
ment, research materials, archaeological 
information and all publications dealing 
with relic or treasure diving. Such materi- 
al and equipment could only be used by 
the elite group of ‘‘professionals.’’ 

Now let’s look at the progressive group 
in the archaeological community. They 
realize there is no way to turn back the

clock—more than 2,000,000 individuals 
scuba dive, and research material is 
available to the general public. Logic dic- 
tates the need to educate and work with 
responsible sport divers. Every progres- 
sive archaeologist has his or her own 
idea as to how this can be done. In gen- 
eral, this segment of the archaeological 
community believes that more resources 
and data will be preserved if they work 
with divers under controlled contractual 
arrangements and supervise the excava- 
tion(s). They also believe that certain 
sites of extreme antiquity or great histori- 
cal significance should be excavated by 
professionals. Thus a diver is more likely 
to get a salvage contract on a vessel 
sunk in the 1800s than a wreck lost be- 
fore the Revolutionary War. 

Archaeologists like to pick and choose 
the people with whom they work whenev- 
er possible. The more education and 
knowledge you or your group displays, 
relating to archaeological skills, the more 
likely they are to work with you. Today 
these professionals are a minority, but 
their numbers are growing. 

| have worked with archaeologists of 
the above persuasion for the past five 
years and found this to be a rewarding 
experience. These professionals have 
educated me in a host of areas including 
artifact identification, preservation and 
excavation techniques. You are, ina 
sense, plugged into their world and have 
an opportunity to read professional jour- 
nals and other materials not available to 
the general public. Over a period of time 
a sport diver can develop credibility with 
the archaeological community. Once you 
are recognized as a person of integrity 
and skill those archaeologists with whom 
you're working will provide assistance. 

How do you form a partnership with the 
archaeological community in your area? 
My advice is to proceed slowly and with 
care. First find out if any historical societ- 
ies, MuseumMs or universities need volun- 
teer assistance on any projects or ex- 
cavations. Offer your services in whatev- 
er capacity they are required. Every time 
you work in this manner you're building 
a foundation of trust and integrity and 
gaining first hand knowledge of archaeo- 
logical skills. 

Also learn if your state employs an ar- 
chaeologist and find out what his respon- 
sibilities are. Your state representative 
can assist if you need help. Find out if 


your state has an antiquities law and ob- 


tain a copy. Read it carefully to determine 
what rights you have, provisions for li- 
censes or permits and who has the au- 
thority to issue said documents. In many 
cases the state archaeologist has com- 
plete authority to grant excavation/sal- 











vage permits at his discretion. 

Educate yourself. Many archaeologists 
liken scuba divers to ignorant pigs root- 
ing around in the aquatic boon docks de- 
Sstroying valuable historic information 
without knowing it. Unfortunately this is 
often true. We all know divers who fit this 
description. It is this image which purists 
flaunt before state legislators in relentless 
efforts to pass restrictive legislation 
against sport divers. Utilize your public li- 
brary. Read books on archaeology— 
Skills and techniques. Learn terminology. 
Study history relating to your area. This 
will enable you to find more sites. 

Ok, you and your friends have located 
a site and there is an excellent chance 
that valuable artifacts or treasure may be 
recovered. Everyone agrees it would be 
wise to obtain a permit/contract with 
State authorities to prevent encroachment 
by other divers. Also, your group would 
have undisputed legal claim to all objects 
after division with the state. Your state an- 
tiquities law allows for such contracts. 

Now, you must learn the disposition of 
State officials (archaeologists) toward 
such arrangements. Are they purists? 
Well, take it from me, they don’t wear 
tags. Write or call the responsible official 
Or agency and discuss your plans and 
ideas in general terms. Do not be specific 
about the site location. Your objective is 
to determine if the state (or federal gov- 
ernment) is willing to work with you. If 
your first contact is by telephone, follow 
it up with a letter and vice versa. This will 
require great verbal/writing skill and tact. 
One reason to be general about site loca- 
tion is that sometimes unscrupulous em- 
ployees may pirate it. 

lf there is a strong purist element in the 
agency it will stand out in the offical reply 
you receive. The answer will always be 
no! And you will be advised that every ef- 
fort will be made to prevent the issuance 
of a permit/license for your endeavor. In 
some instances you may be threatened 
with some sort of legal action for failing 
to disclose the precise location of the site 
or for finding it in the first place. Purists 
are often a volatile bunch. Should the 
door be slammed in your face the next 
recourse is to seek legal advice concern- 
ing other options. 

If the state replies in a positive way, 
make arrangements to meet with the indi- 
viduals in the proper agency and discuss 
project (and terms) in detail. You should 
be businesslike, serious and have a 
workable plan based on archaeological 
principles for site excavation. Do not 
adopt a know-it-all attitude. Let the pro- 
fessionals evaluate your proposal and 
stress that you are willing to accept their 
advice. The archaeologist will expect to 
guide you concerning cataloging meth- 
ods, storage of artifacts and preservation 
techniques. You might have to experi- 
ment with several methods of excavation 
(salvage). Accept the fact your project 
will be closely monitored by the archaeol- 
ogist or his assistant, especially during

the early stages. Remember the profes- 
sional puts his reputation and career on 
the line by working with sport divers. And 
his peers, most of whom are purists, will 
criticize him for associating with amateur 
divers. Every successful project/partner- 
ship between professional archaeologists 
and sport divers enhances the image of 
the progressive archaeologist and the 
diving community. 

What will be your reward for working 
with professional archaeologists? First 
you and your group will gain vast knowl- 
edge relating to identifying and dating ar- 
tifacts or fossils. You will also develop a 
disciplined scientific approach to excava- 
tion. This knowledge and skill is transfer- 
able for future undertakings. The objects 
given to you as the result of the divisions 
will be worth much more than similiar 
items with no site or historical associa- 
tion. Artifacts associated with a place, 
time or historical event which are fully 
documented will double or triple in mar- 
ket value. And remember those objects 
retained by the archaeologists will even- 
tually be on display for your children and 
grandchildren in museums—a lasting 
monument to the project. If the profes- 
sional is satisfied with your conduct on 
the project he will be willing to work with 
you in the future. 

Across the country on state and federal 
levels a battle rages concerning manage- 
ment of the nation’s submerged archaeo- 
logical resources and the role of sport 
divers. Few people are aware of the seri- 
ous efforts made by purists in legislatures 
to restrict or outlaw wreck or site diving 
by sport divers. The best way to secure 
your rights is through intelligently written 
legislation. True, bad laws can be nulli- 
fied through court action, but the proce- 
dure is time consuming and very costly. 
Cobb Coin, a company headed by Mel 
Fisher, recently won a court battle with 
the State of Florida. It was an outstanding 
victory for treasure diving. The federal 
court ruled that admiralty salvage laws 
supersede the state antiquities law. And 
the state does not own everything sub- 
merged in its waters. Salvagers are free 
to search for submerged antiquities and 
lay claim to them in court. Fisher's organ- 
ization spent $118,000 in legal fees 
(which the court later said the state must 
pay) and the battle lasted two years. How 
many of you can afford such a thing? 

The solution is to become active in the 
political process. Find out what's hap- 
pening in your state legislature and Con- 
gress. Most activity affecting sport diving 
never reaches the papers. And the purist 
groups work under a cloak of secrecy. In 
Maryland and Virginia attempts were 
made to pass very restrictive legislation

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concerning underwater exploration. The 
bills were defeated by a last minute effort 
on the part of scuba divers. It is vital that 
you become aware of every bill affecting 
diving—its intent and supporters. Where 
do your representatives stand concern- 
ing sport diving activity? 

From a political view there are strong 
arguments for public participation with 
State or federal agencies concerning the 
recovery of submerged archaeological 
resources. First, it’s not a secret that all 
government agencies are strapped finan- 
cially. And, the public is fed up with high 
taxes. Revenues (both state and federal) 
are designated for defense, police, high- 
ways, schools and welfare. There are few 
coins in the public coffers for archaeolo- 
gists. In fact, many state archaeological 
projects are carried out with donations 
from the private sector. Can you imagine 
a politician saying, ‘‘Let’s use public 
money to search for sunken treasure?”’ 
There is no way all the significant archae- 
ological resources in the country can be 
recovered without responsible working 


relationships between professional ar- . 


chaeologists and the sport diving com- 
munity. Submerged objects will deterio- 
rate to nothing before state and federal 
agencies have the financial backing and 
manpower for their recovery. 

So, let us work with the professional ar- 
chaeologist when and where possible 
and learn from him. Study your state’s 
antiquities laws. Work with diving organ- 
izations to write and pass good legisla- 
tion. Responsible free enterprise will en- 
Sure conservation and the wise manage- 
ment of America’s submerged archaeo- 
logical reSources. »#

SEARCH 


Safety of life at sea in the Bahamas 
has been increased significantly with the 
establishment of the first of a chain of ma- 
rine VHF radio repeater stations. These 
bring emergency transmissions into a 
central listening point in Nassau, manned 
24 hours. 





This first station, at Chub Cay in the 
Berry Islands, has been set up by Baha- 
mas Air-Sea Rescue Association (BAS- 
RA) at a cost of $33,000, with funding 
provided through the U.S. based Search 
and Rescue Charitable Foundation 
(SEARCH). The receiving antenna is at 
the top of a 175 foot mast and, depena- 
ing on the height of a distressed craft's 
antenna, it should receive signals reliably 
from at least 50 miles. This receiver is 
permanently tuned to Channel 22A and 
will not receive on Channel 16 nor be 
switchable. It is fully automatic, requiring 
no operator presence and is powered by 
110v AC with battery backup. 

The Nassau link receiver will be at 
either Nassau Harbour Control, or the 
Royal Bahamas Defence Force Base at

HOW TO 


GILIS/AIR 


YOUR MASK

lot of divers have forgotten how to 

clear their masks, according to a sur- 
vey by instructors at UNEXSO ( Underwa- 
ter Explorers Society ) in Freeport, Grand 
Bahama Island. All divers are required to 
take a pool check prior to diving at 
UNEXSO. This allows them to accomplish 
several things; check buoyancy and 
equalization as well as review basic scu- 
ba skills and hand signals. Thousands of 
divers per year take these pool checks 
and one thing has become clear—most 
have difficulty clearing their masks. Often 
they are simply out of practice, but some- 
times they failed to learn this procedure 
during basic scuba class. Whatever the 
reason, anyone will have a more enjoy- 
able dive with a clear mask. 

Let us first examine what | refer to as 
the best method, now being used with 
100 percent success by UNEXSO dive in- 
structors in their introductory scuba 
classes. Then I'll review some of the 
more popular methods of mask clearing 
(both purge valve and non purge valve 
masks) used by divers today. 

The Best Method: This works reliably 
well for all of us. While looking straight 
ahead, press in moderately on face plate 
with fingers of both hands just below the

upper mask rim while exhaling through 
the nose. This step can be repeated until 
all of the water is gone, looking up slightly 
to get the last remaining drops out. Be- 
Cause only enough pressure is applied to 











hold the mask in at the forehead and the 
seal against the face is not broken, no 
water will enter. Therefore, it is not critical 
to clear the mask entirely in one effort, 
because there will be no water rushing 
back in. This method also works well for 
the hooded diver, because it is easy to 
use with gloves on. Try it, you'll like it! 
Most Popular Method: More divers 
are using this than any other. The diver 
looks up and exhales through the nose 
while lifting the bottom edge of the mask

away from the face. Usual mistakes here 
are: lifting your head up and back too far, 
pulling the mask too far from your face 
andnot exhaling enough and continuously 
while the mask is away from your face. 
To clear the mask effectively with . this 
method you should look up slightly, ex- 
hale through your nose while lifting the 
mask just away from your face along its 
bottom edge and continue exhaling until 
just after the mask is replaced. 

Second Most Popular Method: Here 
the diver presses in on the upper mask 
rim with one hand while exhaling through 
the nose. Mistakes using this method in-

NEW PROJECTS 

PADI is not resting on past achieve- 
ments. New projects are constantly being 
developed. For example, the agency has 
just introduced a new Diver Rescue Man- 
ual. It has been reviewed by the medical 
community and evaluated as state-of-the- 
art. PADI expects to introduce a dive- 
master leadership manual soon, as well 
as other books and products. Also, the 
PAD! Diver Manual is currently being 
translated into Dutch, German, French, 
Italian, Swedish, and Norwegian (it’s al- 
ready in Japanese and Spanish). 


SUMMARY 
In summary, PADI has found a way to 
incorporate the needs of the modern div- 
er into its programs while maintaining 
high training standards. Active divers are

strap when you inhale through your nose. 
Also, you should not have to squeeze the 
sides in closer to your face to make it fit. 
Lou Fead says, “‘It’s not masks that leak, 
it's faces.”’ 

When putting your mask on either 
above or underwater hold it in one hand 
and the head strap in the other, then after 
brushing your hair back, place the mask 
against your face and pull the strap over 
your head. If the strap is too low it will be 
resting on the back of your neck, which 
will pull the mask down, breaking the 
seal. If the strap is too high on top of your 
head it will slide off completely. Your 
mask should have a split head strap; 
check it with your fingers when it is on to 
avoid twisting. 

With the mask in place and after check- 
ing the strap, shuffle the mask up and 
down, right and left, until it feels properly 
seated on your face. By investing some 


time putting the mask on properly you will 


avoid leaks during the dive. >t. 


TOUGHER AB LAW 


Penalties for illegal trading in abalones 
will be substantially heavier than in the 
past as a result of legislation enacted last 
September in California. 

As of January 1, 1984, the maximum 
fine for the purchase or sale of sport- 
caught abalones will be raised from $500 
to $5,000 and the possible term of impris- 
onment from six months to a year. The of- 
fense will remain a misdemeanor. 

The purpose of the legislation is to cur- 
tail illegal commercial traffic in abalones 
both in the south where they are bought 
and sold without proper permits and in 
the north where they can only be taken 
with a sport fishing license. 

Department biologists cite the illegal 
trade as a major threat to the north coast 
abalone fishery. 

The section on abalones was only one 
of several sections pertaining to marine 
species in an ominibus bill that combined 
AB 457 and AB 2137. >t. 


PADI CERTIFICATIONS 


According to recently released sta- 
tistics, PADI is currently certifying more 
advanced than basic divers. Figures re- 
leased for the first half of 1983 show 
advanced certifications leading basic 
23,000 to 19,000. This is in stark contrast 
to a decade ago, when the vast majority 
of divers certified to just the basic level, 
and only a tiny handful went on to 
advanced levels. 

Two factors have contributed heavily to 
this change. First, over 84 percent of all 
new PADI divers are now being certified 
at the open water level, instead of basic. 
Second, an increasing number of these 
open water divers are signing up for 
advanced and other continuing diver ed- 
ucation courses. To date, PADI advanced 
open water certifications are up more 
than 35 percent over 1982. >t
